The  best  way  to  study  the  Odell  Family  is  to  have  a  copy 
of  the  Odell  Book  handy,  but  we  must.  seek  another  source  for  the  earliest 
records.  The  first  efforts  to  write  genealogies  of  our  family  were  m&do 
by  Rufus  King  and  irs.  Pool.  iir.  *\ing  aade  &  Chart  called:  "Pedigree  of 
Odell  in  United  States  and  Canada,"  13G4;  and  ^rs.  Pool:  "Odell  Genealogy," 
133o.  The  copyright  on  aing*  s  Chart  rail  out  years  ago  and  the  work  is  long 
"out-of-print",  so  we  have  reproduced  it  In  to  to  on  pages  141-142.  The 
Doric  of  Irs.  Pool  can  bs  purchased  Iron  the  publisher,  Emery  A.  Odell, 
lonroe,  Wisconsin. 

To  keep  TIE  ODELL  IDOK  free  iron  anonymous,  unreliable 
statements,  or  such  as  might  be  called  "fabricated",  I  have  tried  to  . <r*s 
direct  assertions  without  corroborative  evidence.

It 
shows  theM£<3dipree  of  Liorgan  Gardner  Bulkeley”  from  Die  Baron  Sureties  down 
to  the  present  living  (IS42)  Morgan  Ganrdaar  Bulkeley  who  is  Chairoiari  of  the 
Board  of  the  Aetna  Insurance  Company  of  Hartford,  Connecticut.  His  grand¬ 
father  v;as  day  or  of  Hartford  and  a  Governor  and  Senator  of  his  state.

On  page  177a  we  find  a  "Comparative  Table".  1  an  very  fond 
of  nuking  Comparative  Tables.  Some  hold  that  "comparisons  are  odious”  but 
we  rather  suspicion  they  are  odious  only  to  tho.se  who  suffer  from  the  com¬ 
parison.  However  ny  comparisons  are  not  of  that  kind.  I  name  these  tables 
so  one  may  see  at  a  glance, without  turning  many  pages,  just  what  the 

evidence  is  when  sunned  up  —  shown  graphically  ail  on  one  page.

If  all  these  lists  from  Walter  Flaadrensis  were  exactly 
alike  we  could  be  skeptical.  We  ,vdght  look  for  the  proverbial  dark  man 
in  the  coal  bin.  The  fact  is  we  would  have  good  reason  to  conclude  that 
they  were  all  copied  from  QtfE  SUGLE  SOURCE  ‘which  .  m  /  a t  he  wrong.  But 
they  do  not  agree  in  nany  places  One  wri  ter  my  have  put  in  every  person 
in  any  way  related  tl>  the  LINE;  as  an  uncle  who  ruled  vhile  a  young  child 
was  becoming  of  age,  or  &  wife  who  ruled  for  a  week  or  so,  perhaps  un¬ 
knowing  and  in  name  only,  while  the  courts  were  settling  on  the  successor. 

Another  writer  may  have  left  all  these  out  and  included 
only  those  who  succeeded  to  the  estates  or  titles  or  both.  So  they  do 
not  agree  clear  through.,  showing  that  they  were  compiled  by  different  per¬ 
sons.  In  fact  they  were  not  only  writ ton  by  different  writers  but  at 
different  times;  sometimes  centuries  apart  and  in  countries  thousands  cf 
ailes  apart. 

From  all  these  sources,  and  there  is  another,  page  175, 
from  Browning*  s  Magna  Chart a  Barons,  (page  32?)  which  is  a  part  of  the 
LI  I?

Now  these  tables  do  not  agree  in  every  particular;  but 
they  DO  AGESE  in  ail  essential  points.  There  is  not  the  sligtest  doubt 
about  it.  The  Odells  do  descend  from  Falter  Flsndrensis  who  was  the  first 
Baron  of  Odell,  if  not  the  first  baron  of  ail  England,  at  least  after  the 
Conquest.  The  fact  that  o  is  version  of  our  Coat-of-Arms  bears  a  a  marl’s 
Coronet  above  the  helmet  also  proves  the  fact.  This  was  Die  hi  -host  title 
of  nobility  until  1537  and  indicated  c^oso  relation  to  tue  crown,  a  ore  t  her 
or  a  brother-in-law.  It  replaced  the  title  oi  Count  in  England  at  ter  <-li» 
Conquest.  The  ladies  were  still  calieed  "Countess." 
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There  is  one  more  page,  ISO,  in  tills  Subdivision.  >-t  id 
not  from  English  Records  but  it  concerns  English  Origins,  it  is  ue  des— 
cent  from  the  llama  Charts  Barons,  and  Walter  Flandrenais,  down  to  Ralph 
ftaldo  Emerson.  This  also  agrees  with  the  otjier  tables  though  written  in 
modern  tiaes.  It  is  from  a  book  entitled*  "the  History  of  Concord,  .^ass.' 
by  Alfred  Sereno  Hudson  .a  Congregational  minister  of  that  town,  written 
and  copyrighted  by  the  author  in  1904,  our  page  130,  also  page  not)  Brown¬ 
ing1  s  iiagna  Charta  Barons;  and  Hudson's  pages  3b5— co 4. 

All  these  things  do  agree.  Anyone  who  says  the  Odells  do 
not  descend  from  a  family  next  in  ran*  to  royalty  in  England  just  do  not 
know  Flint  they  are  talking  about. 

There  is  just  one  ©.ore  point  I  v.ish  to  call  to  your  at¬ 
tention.  On  page  176  vre  find  1  organ  Gardner  Bulkeley’s  Chart.  On  177 
-*3  see  The  "Genealogy  of  h ahull  and  Chetwode.  *' .  On  page  177a  we  have  the 
two  compared,  columns  1  and  3. 

If  we  follow  the  table  on  page  177  we  see* 

"Nicholas  died  in  1410. 2” 

He  left  a  son; 

"Thomas  ‘called  Baron  of  Fahul  died  1421. n 

Thomas  married  Elisabeth  daughter  of  Sir  John  Chetwodej 
also  the  Foodhull  Genealogy,  page  177b,  and  Browning1 s  hagna  Charta  Barons, 
pages  173-179.  have  the  sane  names  Nicholas  and  Thomas,  (lined  up  across  one 
page  177s) ;  but  it  seems  Thomas  by  his  wife  Elisabeth  Chetwode  left  two 
sons:

and  "Roger  Chotwode.  "  Oi  course  his  name  should  have  been  Roger

Being  a  Description  of  the  Book; 


”A  rood  book  needs  no  preface,”  I  have  read  and  I  don’t  agree. 

In  my  library  are  over  5,000  books,  some  good,  some  not  so  good  an 
som7very  g7cd,  but  all  good  a  little  bit  or  they  would  not  be  there. 
There  are  some  books  in  every  language;  Latin,  ot  which  -  can  rea 
very  little;  German  of  which  I  read  not  at  all;  but  to  some  of  these 
foreign  language  books  I  have  fastened  stars,  little  golden  stars  on 
the  back,  where  they  can  be  seen  on  the  shelves. 

These  golden  stars  mean  that  I  have  taken  stories  out  of  these^ 
books  for  the  press  or  they  contain  stories  that  I  can  use  *ater.  1 
have  some  other  books,  many  of  them,  in  English,  which  I  preserve  or 
the  prefaces,  introductions  or  author’s  notes  they  contain,  tne  rea; 
text  being  worthless.  These  too  have  golden  stars. 

At  first  I  labeled  the  article  "Why  a  Genealogy”  a  preface,  but 
that -is  really  an  editorial,  if  I  must  say  it,  the  reason  for  the 
book.  Many  prefaces  should  really  be  called,  in  the  language  or 
i argon  of  the  print  shoo;  "blurbs”  which  means  in  praise  of  the  book, 
advertising  such  as  all  magazines  put  before  their  stories. 

This  preface  I  shall  use  to  describe  the  book.  I  have  adver- 
tised  it  in  hundreds  of  letters  to  my  relatives,  my  dear  own  fol,:s, 
most  of  whom  have  contributed  something  to  the  book;  without  which 
there  could  have  been  no  such  book.  This  is  really  their  book,  - 
having  simply  arranged  the  different  stories  into  a  mors  or  less 
uniform  style  and  typed  them  as  they  are  here,  and  we  both  nan  Ions 
of  fun  doing  it.  Yfe  all  worked  for  nothing  and  we  produced  something 
quite  different  from  anything  that  has  been  produced  before.  And 
we  commend  it  to  our  children  and  their  children  and  so  on  and  all 
who  may  come  after  that.  We  hope  they  will  enjoy  reading  the  history 
of  what  happened  to  us  in  keeping  such  a  large  family  on  eartn. 

On  the  outside  front  cover  I  have  placed  the  name  of  each  person 
who  receives  a  copy  of  the  book  and  that  also  means  that  they  have 
written  a  part  of  it.  Of  course  there  is  the  name  Odell  after  tnat, 
the  dates  when  the  family  started  as  far  back  as  any  records  go,  or 
rumors  of  records;  and  the  giant  cactus,  emblematical  of  the  fact 
that  many  Odells  live  in  the  southwest  of  our  country. 

On  the  first  fly  leaf  is  the  signature  of  the  author,  the 
number  of  the  book,  how  many  books  there  are,  50  in  all,  and  the 
Affidavit  which  explains  itself. 

We  turn  the  pa^e  and  there  is  the  old  Odell  Castle  in  Bedford¬ 
shire,  England.  I  have  colored  that  half  of  it  rtiich  is  part  of 
the  old  building,  the  original  part,  and  covered  it  with  Cel-J-Seal . 
The  coloring  I  do  with  just  crayons  and  of  course  it  would  rue  oi f 
if  it  did  not  have  this  protection.

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so  very  new  that  but  few  stores  have  got  on  to  it  yet.  ..It  costs 
around  5^  for  a  sheet  a  little  larger  than  these  pages,  some  stores 
charge  35jz?  and  others  75^  per  package  of  six  sheets.  This  Cel-U-Seal 
can  be  wiped  off  with  a  damp  cloth  and  not  injure  the  picture. 

Next  comes  the  title  page  and  then  the  dedication  with  all  your 
names  who  helped.  Then  comes  the  Family  Tree.  It  contains  only 
names  of  persons  who  have  Odell  blood  in  their  veins.  I  am  sorry 
some  names  are  not  there  who  should  be  there  but  I  have  done  it  over 
several  times,  each  time  it  gets  worse  in  appearance,  the  original 
drawing  having  almost  disappeared,  so  if  you  are  left  out  it  is  be¬ 
cause  your  letter  came  after  the  last  change. 

Nov;  here  is  something  important  and  interesting,  not  much 
thought  of  in  the  United  States  but  considerably  looked  up  to  in 
England.  It  is  the  Blazon  of  Arms,  family  crest  or  shield.  It  is 
authoritative.  The  description  explains  it  except  that  I  might  add 
that  the  Ducal  Crown  on  the  old  shield  with  eighteen  quarterings 
proves  there  were  Odells  at  one  time  higher  than  Barons.  Royal 
blood  flows  in  our  veins,  there  is  no  doubt  of  it. 

Here  are  two  pages  of  >fYihy  a  Genealogy,”  the  Table  of  Contents, 
the  article  on  Philology,  which  concerns  itself  principally  with  the 
spelling  and  changes  in  the  spelling  of  our  name;  then  follows  five 
photostats  proving  what  I  have  said  about  spelling  of  the  name  Odell, 
two  pages  about  our  Governor,  one  of  our  Congressman  and  separate 
genes  of  each  with  one  also  of  the  Pipe  Organ  Builders,  Next  is  the 
criticism  of  Mrs.  Pool,  comparison  of  Mrs.  P'ool  with  Rufus  King, 
photostat  of  Rufus  King's  Chart,  reduced  from  the  real  size  of  25 
inches  long,  and  it  can  be  read,  the  rewriting  of  King  and  table 
explaining  that;  a  code  to  find  the  names  on  the  chart,  King  Stars; 
short  notes  of  Odell  wives  and  their  fathers  and  mothers  where  known; 
the  article  contributed  by  Mr.  Kaacker ;  the  Odells  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War  from  New  York  State,  with  some  from  Vermont;  photostats  of 
our  grandfather's  house  which  is  a  very  dear  landmark  to  us  older 
Odell  of  the  9th  and  10th  genes,  a  page  of  notes  re  Robert  Ferris 
Odell  part  of  the  book,  the  Genealogy  of  his  part  interspersed  with 
many  very  interesting  photostats,  which  are  still  coming  in  at  the 
time  this  is  being  written;  the  Map  of  Westport,  blank  pages  to  keep 
the  work  up  to  date;  photosto.ts  from  my  mother’s  half  of  the  book; 
Genealogy  of  Mary  Melvina  Odel  part  of  the  family,  really  all  one 
great  family  if  we  could  establish  the  connection,  and  the  blank 
pages  following  that. 

Now,  having  just  passed  the  high  point  or  climax,  as  a  teacher 
in  literature  might  say,  v;e  go  down  hill  into  the  finish.  There  are 
several  Maps,  one  with  the  History  of  Westport,  and  t vro  showing  the 
routes  our  people  traveled  over  the  world.  Some  have  returned  and 
spread  roses  over  the  places  our  people  once  lived  in  and  loved. 

There  are  notes  about  sources  including  a  page  from  the  principal 
index  work  showing  more  sources ,  a  few  pages  about  those  great  in¬ 
stitutions  devoted  to  Genealogy  in  New  York  City:  The  Division  on 
Genealogy  of  the  great  Public  Library  at  42nd  Street  and  Fifth  .Ave¬ 
nue,  The  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  3ociety,  the  long 
Island  Historical  Society  and  the  New  York  Museum  of  American  History. 
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All  of  these  institutions  have  given  much  help.  A  small  Map 
shows  the  location  of  most  of  the  Museums  in  the  city.  There  is  an 
Address  List  of  all  living  Odells  in  our  family  in  1940,  and  many 
other  things  you  will  see,  some  of  which  may  develop  after  this 
Preface  is  mimeographed. 

On  the  outside  of  the  back  cover  is  an  illustration  of  probably 
the  greatest  material  creation  made  by  an  Odell  and  proudly  bearing 
our  name  until  destroyed  by  fire  a  f ew  years  ago.  The  hulk  lies 
at  a  dock  near  West  Point. 

There  new  I  think  that  is  a  Preface  worthy  of  the  five  or  six 
nights  I  lay  awake  thinking  it  out.

ODELLS  SETTLE  IN  CANADA . 

Note:  There  were  none  of  the  Yfestport  Odells  in  Canada  during 
the  War  of  1312.  Robert  Andrus  Odell  was  in  Essex  County,  N.Y.  by 
the  Census  of  1800,  1810  and  1820.  His  son,  our  Grandfather  Robert 
Ferris  Odell,  was  born  in  1805  and  Census  reports  and  other  documents 
prove  his  continuous  residence,  but  I  believe  we  were  related  to 
these  Canadian  Odells  and  it  may  be  thi  ough  them  that  we  will  finally 
establish  our  War  of  the  Revolution  connection.  The  following  is 
from  Mr 6.  Pool.  KAO. 


,hThere  was  a  group  of  Odells  just  over  the  line  in  Canada  from 
Lake  Champlain  near  Plattsburg,  N.  Y.  at  the  time  Commodore 
MacDonough  defeated  the  British,  September  11,  1814,  (War  1812), 
These  families  originally  lived  around  Tarrytown  but  after  the 
Revolutionary  War  that  part  of  New  York  State,  now  a  suburb  of  New 
York  City,  was  subject  to  raids  from  marauding  bandits,  called 
’skinners'  and  ' cowboys.' n 

"These  bandits  made  life  impossible  for  the  early  settlers. 
They  stole  their  chickens  and  drove  off  their  cattle  and  threatened 
their  lives.  The  state  promised  restitution  in  money  or  lands  but 
the  Odells  never  got  any  satisfaction  so  they  moved  to  Canada  where 
emigrants  were  welcome  and  life  secure  (at  that  time)  also  lands 
were  to  be  had  free.  They  were  however  compelled  to  take  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  Great  Britain  and  were  on  both  sides  in  the  war . 
Some  of  the  settlers  gave  up  some  British  deserters  who  were  hiding 
near  by  and  later  on  the  Odell's  barns  were  burned  in  revenge, 
several  barns  being  on  fire  at  the  same  time.  The  affidavits  made 
by  an  Odell  family  about  this  fire  makes  very  dramatic  reading  in 
Fool's  Genealogy.  They  got  no  better  satisfaction  from  Canada 
for  their  losses  than  from  New  York  and  very  poor  thanks  for  their 
help  in  the  war.  They  lived  in  Odell  Town  and  Burtonvill© •"

There  are  four  different  Coate  of  Arms 
credited  to  the  Odell  Family  in  this  hook. 

That  in  the  upper  left  corner  is  the  orig¬ 
inal,  a  very  simple  form.  Ths  simplest  forms 
are  the  oldest.  The  first  of  these  sealed 
instruments  was  the  Charter  of  Westminster 
Abbey  from  r'dward  the  Confessor  about  1065, 

A.  D,  The  Normans  seldom  used  seals,  the 
Charters  of  William  the  Conqueror  were 
confirmed  by  a  cross  and  very  few  but  the

The  f'iell  shield  3howr.  below, wi . th  eighteen  quarterings , 
includes  3  venteen  escutcheons  of  heiressea  who  married  into 
the  Odell  (Woodhull)  Family.  This  we  have  of  a  right  and  it 
mokes  the  eighteen  quar tarings ,  as  such  divisions  are  called 
no  matter  how  many  there  are.  The  crest  is  out  of  a  Duc^l 
Coronet,  next  in  rank  to  royalty. 

The  seal  used  by  the  Tory,  Rev.  Jonathan  Odell,  was 
chosen 'by  him  from  the  Odell  Coat  of  Arms  adopted  by  that 
branch  of  the  family  which  went  to  Ireland  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  II,  1660-1665,  He  added  the  rooster  as  Ills  crest. 

This  is  blazoned  on  the  Rufus  Kinu  Chart,  found  elsewhere. 


The  colored  plate  on  the  opposite  page  is,  we  believe, 
tliat  which  American  Odells  should  adop$.  It  will  at  least 
make  a  good  book  plate.  The  helmet  i3  that  of  a  Baron,  of 
a  style  introduced  in  the  14th  or  15th  centuries,  so  could 
not  have  been  added  before  that  time.  As  time  wore  on  addi¬ 
tions  were  made  until  the  shields  of  all  kind3  became  30 
complicated  it  wa3  necessary  to  have  a  royal  committee  to 
regulate  and  identify  them.  We  now  have  the  right;  in  one  case 
to  add  a  moovie  camera,  a  printing  press  in  another  and 
an  airship  in  still  another.  This  plate  is  the  last  used  by 
the  whole  Odell  family  in  Hr._land.  In  case  any  American 
Odell  should  desire  to  emblazon  it  on  his  car  we  have  taken 
care  have  it  correct  and  in  its  proper  colors.

The  author  is  fully  acquainted  with  the  prejudice  against 
any  such  thing  as  a  family  history  in  the  United  States,  the  common 
belief  berng  that  it  is  of  no  importance  what  your  parents  or 
grandparents  were  just  so  you  are  all  right j  we  also  are  prone  to 
make  sport  of  the  class  distinctions  set  up  in  England  and  the  other 
old  countries  because  of  birth.  This  attitude  may  be  partly  right 
but  Genealogy  is  an  intriguing  study,  once  in  its  toils  one  does 
not  easily  relinquish  the  subject  until  the  particular  family  under 
compilation  is  completed. 

Of  course  it  is  what  you  are  not  what  your  forebears  were 


that  counts  but  I  believe  a  knowledge  that  our  ancestors  were  a 


great’  and  proud  people  will  encourage  us  to  emulate  them.  Surely 
we  believe  that  a  statue  of  George  Washington  is  good  for  our 
young,  folks  to  look  at  and  how  the  heart  swells  at  the  strains  of 
the  Star  Spangled  Banner;  how  much  more  we  can  swell  up  if  we 
know  in  our  own  family  also  are  great  leaders,  that  our  own  ances¬ 
tors  were  a  great  people,  among  the  greatest  in  the  English  speak¬ 
ing  world.  What  boy  or  girl  would  do  a  mean  or  shameful  thing 
if  he  or  she  knew  what  a  great  name  he  was  dragging  down? 

Surely  the  average  young  person  would  not  throw  stones  at 
the  Father  of  Our  Country,  and  if  we  know  our  own  are  also  great, 
would  v/e  not  hesitate  to  put  any  disgrace  upon  them? 

Yihen  I  first  became  interested  in  My  Own  Family  I  expected 
to  find  just  an  average  American  people.  As  I  orogressed.  in  this 
work  my  heart  warmed  at  the  great  honor  among  my  fathers,  then 
as  I  progressed  further  I  began  to  swell  with  nride.

An  Odell,  (see  photostat  Major  William  Fenry  Odell),  who 
went  hack  to  England  became  a  great  soldier  and  was  honorably 
mentioned  in  the  campaign  in  South  Africa,  receiving  the  Medal 
and  Clasp  in  1879. 

But  if  the  reader  objects  to  all  this  ancient  British  re¬ 
cord  we  will  take  up  the  more  recent  and  American  one,  Y/e  have 
had  officers  and  heroes  in  all  the  war s .  There  were  fifty  who 
left  Westport,  New  York,  in  the  Civil  War  and  only  three  or 
four  ever  returned  -  they  held  the  line  for  Sheridan’s  Ride. 
Three  have  been  Congressmen,  one  a  Governor.  Majors,  Captains, 
Ensigns  and  Generals  fought  in  the  Revolution  and  War  of  1812. 
The  blood  of  the  first  President  of  Princeton  flows  in  Odell 
veins . 

The  speech  of  the  Hon.  Moses  Fowler  Odell,  (see  our  photo¬ 
stat  reproduction),  when  nominated  for  his  second  term  as 
Congressman  from  this  Brooklyn  district,  is  something  any 
American  can  be  proud  of.  A  Democrat  running  in  a  Democratic 
district,  he  came  out  for  Lincoln  in  words  that  could  well 
be  repeated  by  those  in  a  similar  position  in  the  war -torn 
times  of  today.  My  father,  Charles  Wesley  Odell,  often 
referred  to  him  as  his  'uncle. 

At  present  we  have  an  Aviator  of  25  years  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  an  Art  Director  in  Hollywood,  Par amount  Studios, 
and  teachers  and  college  professors  in  important  positions 
in  New  Jersey,  Wisconsin  and  Montana. 

No  wonder  we  sometimes  look  with  awe  at  the  way  our 
children  carry  off  the  honors  in  school  and  college.  It  is 
in  the  blood.  If  vie  don’t  want  to  brag  out  loud  at  least 
we  can  strut  a  little  among  ourselves. 

Keep  this  little  record.  I  Consecrate  it  with  you. 

Add  to  it  from  time  to  time  as  the  family  grows  and  show 
it  to  your  children,  it  will  do  them  good;  and  if  anybody 
should  like  to  continue  the  work,  to  dig  deeper  into  the  re¬ 
cords,  I  am  sure  he  will  find  the  subject  extremely  interesting, 
and  if  not  profitable  to  him  immediately,  at  least  of  very  great 
benefit  to  those  who  peruse  his  work.  I  am  leaving  such  leads 
as  I  can  for  his  start.

Mr.  Haacksr  in  a  letter  to  the  Author  says;  ’’Levi  or  Levy  Lobdell 
was  baptised  in  Washington  Co,  N.Y.  August  31,  1766,  died  at 
Stephentown  about  1805.  His  wife  was  Rachael  Toucey  and  -- 
Grandma  --  Harriet  was  the  third  of  five  children.” 

That  is  how  their  (RFO)  second  son  came  to  be  named  ’’Levi”. 

Again  Mr.  Hascker:  ’’Robert  A.  Odell  was  father  of  Robert  Ferris  Odell, 
who  was  the  elder  of  four  sons.” 

Mrs.  March  calls  cur  attention  to  the  fact  that  three  girls,  in  the 
generation  immediately  preceeding  or  the  same  as  that  of  our 
grandfather  Robert  Ferris  Odell,  were  named  Euretta.  This  is 
a  very  uncommon  name  and  everybody  in  those  days,  and  even  many 
now',  named  their  children  after  their  uncles,  aunts,  cousins, 
brothers,  sisters,  fathers,  mothers,  etc.  The  Author  was  given 
his  second  name  after  Judge  Robert  ADELBERT  Odell.  This  about 
proves  we  descended  from  the  Odells  that  went  to  Canada  after 
the  Revolutionary  War.  There  was  also  a  Sarah  Roseltha  Odell, 
the  second  child  of  Henry  Clay  Odell,  and  he  had  a  sister 
Roseltha,  born  Oct.  5,  1835,  married  an  artist  named  Quick  and 
moved  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  This  letter  information  from  Mrs. 
Violet  Lewis  (Odell)  who  was  also  the  (eighth)  daughter  of 
Henry  Clay  Odell,  born  Feb.  2,  1864.  Our  Euretta  Roselthy 
Odell  was  born  in  1845. 

Haacker  says;  Judge  Robert  Adalbert  Odell  had  two  wives,  viz;  ’’Married 
in  Galesville,  Wis .  Sept.  1863,  Emma  Frances  Clark,  daughter  of 
William  P.  Clark  of  Vermont,  who  died  in  Trempealeau  in  1873. 

The  Judge  had  one  son  Ross  Clark  Odell,  born  in  Galesville  in 
1867,  the  boy’s  mother  dying  the  following  year.  In  A", gust,  1882, 
the  Judge  married  his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Lovisa  Boardman  of  Chau¬ 
tauqua,  N.V.  She  was  the  widow  of  Arthur  Boardman  who  died  in 
San  Jose,  California,  where  they  lived  from  1873.  The  Judge  went 
west;  first  to  LeClaire,  Scott  Co.,  Iowa,  where  he  taught  school 
in  1858.  In  1359  he  went  to  Galesville,  Trempealeau  Co.  Wise. 

In  1875  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  holding  that 
position  for  ten  years,  then  being  elected  County  Judge.

LEVI  (LEE)  LOBDELL  ODELL  was  Postmaster  at  Galesville,  Wisconsin, 
under  Harrison  and  McKinley;  First  Lieut.  Co.F,  12  Regt .Wis ,Vol .  Inf., 
Civil  War;  First  Secretary  Arctic  Springs  Trempealeau  Co-operative 
Creamery,  1889.  Robert  A.  Gipple,  editor  the  Galesville  "Republican” 
writes,  under  date  of  February  25,  1940: 

"Early  in  1861  he  rounded  up  sixty-eight  volunteers  in  a  lumber 
camp  and  organized  a  Company,  refusing  a  position  higher  than  a 
lieutenancy.  His  regiment  served  in  Missouri,  Kansas,  Kentucky, 
then  ’.vent  south  and  took  part  in  the  capture  of  Vicksburg,  fought 
with  Sherman  until  Atlanta  fell.  In  the  fall  of  *63  Lieut.  Levi 
came  to  Galesville  on  a  furlough  and  was  married  to  Elmina  Fisher 
at  Witoka,  Minnesota.  After  the  war  he  returned  home,  having  been 
acting  Captain,  was  mustered  out  in  1865  at  Madison,  Wisconsin.

CASTE  IN  ENGLAND. 

When  the  author  was  in  Samoa  the  "Printer”  of  a  British  ship  came 
on  board  the  ‘"Philadelphia” ,  which  lay  at  anchor  in  the  harbor  at  Apia, 
to  pay  me  a  visit  and  we  had  a  very  interesting  exchange  of  experiences. 

The  Eritish  Navy  men,  "lime-juicers"  we  call  them,  make  the  navy 
a  life  work.  Their  government  sees  to  that.  Thev  enlist  for  25  years 
and  are  frequently  sent  far  from  home  for  the  entire  time.  Those  we 
met  had  been  on  the  Western  Pacific  Ocean  or  the  "Far  East"  for  their 
term  of  enlistment  and  were  about  to  return  home. 

The  Britisher  asked  me  what  my  salary  or  pay  was  as  a  ’’Printer"  in 
the  U.S.N.  I  told  him'^35  a  month."  He  replied,  "Why  that’s  145  bob. 
Why  I  don't  get  145  bloody  bob  a  year."  He  then  wanted  to  know  what 
my  father  did  and  I  told  him  he  was  a  Mill  foreman  in  charge  of  hundreds 
of  men,  "Oh,”  he  said-  "My  father  v/as  a  gentleman.  I  could  not  be  a 
printer  in  the  English  Navy  if  my  father  w&3  not  a  gentleman."  I 
laughed  and  asked  him  what  a  gentleman  was.  He  replied,  "a  school 
teacher  is  a  gentleman,  a  printer  is  a  gentleman,  lawyers  and  doctors 
are  gentlemen,  but  no  business  man  or  laboring  man  is  a  gentleman."

Edwin  Gallaudet  Peterson  was  born  on  the  natal  day  of  Thomas 
Hopkins  Gallaudet  who  established  the  education  of  the  deaf  in 
America .  Edwin  graduated  from  Gallaudet  with  his  M.A.  degree  just 
30  years  after  his  parents  completed  their  training  there.  In 
1931  he  was  selected  Superintendent  of  a  new  school  for  the  deaf  in 
Saskatchewan  and  at  the  time  was  the  youngest  superintendent  of 
such  a  school  in  America,  being  25  years  of  age.  The  new  school 
was  equipped,  staffed  and  operated  for  6  years.  Upon  return  to

The  death  of  Milton  Waldo  Han- 
chett,  one  of  the  oldest  residents  of 
the  city,  .occurred  nt  9:1a  a.  m.  to-day 
at  this  home.  311  West  Onondaga-st. 

Mr.  Hanchett  was  the  son  of  Dr.  J. 
Wllke3  Hanchett,  and  was  born  on 
July  12.  1822.  in  SuffleH,  Conn.  He 


was  a  direct  descendant  of  Deacon 
Thomas  Hanchett.  who  landed  in  this 
country  in  1630  in  the  ship  Mary  and 
John,  and  who  came  from  Plymouth, 
England.  He  was  the  youngest  of  his 
family.  When  about  two  years  old, 
he  and  his  father  moved  to  Onondaga 
Valley,  and  two  years  later  came  to 
this  city.  He  attended  the  select 
school  of  the  Valley,  and  In  1836  the 
institution  of  Prof.  Charles  Ahthony 
at  Troy,  and  also  the  Syracuse 
academy.  ' 

In  early  life  Mr.  Hanchett  became  a 
manufacturer,  later  a  druggist,  and 

■  Still  later  he  studied  dentistry  with  Dr. 
Amos  Westcott,  whose  practice  he  had 
in  cjiarge  for  some  time.  He  was  a 
clerk  in  his  father's  drug  store,  and  in 
1S40  located  in  Troy.  After  this  he 
entered  the  firm  of  Rush  ton  <fc  Aspin- 
wali  of  New  York  city,  and  returned  to 
this  city  with  his  brother,  John  C. 
Hanchett,  and  succeeded  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  hi‘s  father.* 

’""  BECAME  AN  UNDERWRITER': 

In  1848  Mr.  Hanchett  married.  Martha. 
Anna  Huntington,  daughter  of  Jered 
Huntington  of  Owego. 

In  1850  he  went  to  Hartford.  Conn., 
and  practiced  dentistry,  but  his 
health  was  unreliable,  and  he  returned 
to  this  city,  becoming  an  underwriter, 
in  which  business  he  continued  for  40 
years.  He  was  for  several  years  vice- 
president  and  a  director  of  the  New 
York  State  Banking  company. 

When  a  boy  Mr.  Hanchett  was  a 
member  of  the  old  Presbyterian 
church.  He,  with  his  parents,  helped 
organize  the  First  i  Congregational 
church  and  was  a  prime  mover  in  the 
;  organization  of  Plymouth  church,  of 
which  for  many  years  he  was  organ¬ 
ist  and  musical  director.  As  super- 

|  intendent  of  the  Sunday  .school  he  be¬ 
came  a  promoter  of  Bible  study  class¬ 
es.  For  a  time  he  was  organist  and 
musical  director  of  the  Salina  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  and  afterwards  for 
j  St'  Paul's  Episcopal  church. 

Mr.  Hanchett  was  twice  elected 
president  of  the  Young  Men’s  Chris¬ 
tian  association  and  it  was  owing  to 
his  efforts  that  a  paid  secretary  was 
employed  by  that  organization. 

BUT  ONE  SURVIVOR. 

His  mind  was  always  alert  and  far- 
seeing.  He  had  a  daughter  who  died 
in  her  infancy,  and  another  daughter. 
MiS3  Addie  E.  Hanchett,  also  deceased. 
He  is  survived  by  a  son.  Dt.  Henry  G. 
Hanchett,  a  musical  artist  and  teacher 
in  New  York  city  $nd  Brooklyn. 

Mr.  Hanchett  had  been  ill  for  the  last 
nine  years,  and  he  retired  from  active 
business  ten  years  ago.  He  was  not 
long  confined  to  his  bed.  and  insisted 
on  giving  some  Christmas  presents  on 
Sunday.  Death  resulted  from  a  com¬ 
plication  of  diseases.

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  Dec.  10th  finds  me  today  in  Enid,  Okla.,  and 
as  I  have  as  keen  an  interest  in  the  subject  as  any  of  the  name  I  hasten 
to  reply  and  will  do  all  I  can  to  help  you  in  the  matter •  My  step- 
grandmother  (Mary ) *Polly  Collins,  wife  of  Ebenezer  Hanchett,  my  grand¬ 
father  made  out  a  genealogical  tree  that  reached  back  to  tr.e  English 
origin  and  applied  for  a  legacy  to  the  Hanchett  heirs  of  about  40,000 
pounds  (($200,000))  but  owing  to  some  error  I  believe  in  the  spelling 
of  the  name  with  two  TT ' s  it  was  declared  void  and  the  money  turned  over 
to  the  Crown*  I  have  always  known  that  our  family  was  of  good  origin 
and  had  a  Coat  of  Arms  but  what  it  was  I  did  not  know  or  how  to  obtain 
the  information.  My  father  was  William  Foster  Hanchett  and  was  the  man 
you  speak  of  being  cut  in  two  at  Elizabethtown  in  1860  which  is  a  wrong 
date.  It  happened  in  1872,  April  21st.  He  had  two  half  brothers, 
younger  one  Howard  or  Milton,  one  sister  Alma  who  died  before  I  was  born 
end  six  half  sisters:  Zady  Ann,  Electa,  Rachael,  Roxy,  Alzina  and  Fhidelia. 
((Now  our  Hanchet  list  is;  Electa,  Eleanor,  Roxy  Ann,  Zada  and  Alzina; 
so  our  Eleanor,  in  another  place  called  Ellen,  would  be  Rachael .) )RA0 . 

There  were  two  brothers:  Seth  and  Jonah.  I  believe  Jonah  was  my  great¬ 
grandfather  as  I  can  remember  grandfather  speaking  of  Uncle  Seth  who  I 
think  was  Waite  Hanchett !s  father,  a  cousin  of  my  father.  Waite  had  a 
sister  Minerva  who  married  Wm.  Simonds  of  Elizabethtown,  che  had  two 
daughters  Sarah  and  Helen,  now  wives  of  T.C.  Lemson,  deceased,  and  Orlando 
Kellog,  prop,  of  the  Windsor  Hotel,  all  of  same  place.  I  will  send  copies 
of  your  letter  to  my  brothers  and  sisters  and  a  cousin  whom  Grandmother 
lived  with  the  last  years  and  who  had  the  tree  that  she  prepared,  and 
get  all  the  information  I  can  for  you.  My  father  was  named  after  William 
the  Conqueror  but  why  I  never  knew.  I  am  the  youngest  of  the  family 
living.  My  mother's  name  was  Eliza  Ann  Ferris  of  Yadhams ,  N .,  daughter 
of  Eli  Ferris,  (all  deceased)  all  highly  respected  families.  My  father 
was  very  proud  of  his  ancestors  and  always  told  us  that  as  <vere  as  good 
as  the  best  if  we  only  kept  our  good  name  as  it  was  and  we  always 
associated  with  the  best  although  we  were  not  rich  in  this  world's  goods. 
My  father  died  singing  ’’Nearer  My  God  to  Thee."  He  was  one  cl  the  best 
men  that  I  ever  knew.  I  have  one  son  living*  Roy  Rex  Aright,  ^ 9  years-- 
Oct <  23rd--old  and  buried  a  daughter  Grace  Leah,  Oct.  29th,  two  years 
younger  than  he  when  she  was  nine  years  old.  Will  give  you  more  informa¬ 
tion  as  soon  as  possible  and  in  return  would  like  a  copy  oi  the  coat  of 
Arms.

Dear  Madams  You  asked  for  data  of  John  Hanchett ,  2nd,  and  wife  Lydia 
Hayward,  married  Suffield,  Conn*  Feb.  26,  1706/7. 

Mr.  Jay  Bush  Hanchett,  Weedsport,  N.  Y.  collected  much  H*»n- 
chett  information;  has  manuscript  in  public  library,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

He  believes  Deacon  Thomas  Hanchett,  the  immigrant,  was  b. 
presumably  at  Braughin,  Hetfordshire ,  Eng.  about  1610-1620:  and  that 
at  that  time  all  the  Hanchetts  in  existence  were  within  a  fifty  mile 
circle  about  the  point  of  junction  of  the  counties  Cambridge,  Hert¬ 
fordshire  and  Essex.  He  believes  Thomas  was  brother  of  John  of 
Braintree,  Roxbury  and  Boston,  who  was  in  this  country  as  early  as 
1634,  buried  at  Roxbury  Feb.  23,  1684,  whose  male  line  died  out  in  the 
second  generation. 

American  Ancestry,  Vol.  8,  page  83  tells  of  the  family. 

I  do  not  accept  it  as  authority,  but  it  is  worth  while  to 
know  what  it  reports,  for  checking  and  comparison.  It  says 
Thomas  came,  1630  in  "Mary  and  John",  resided  Roxbury,  Mass, 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  New  London,  Conn.,  Northampton,  and 
Westfield,  Mass.;  deacon  and  selectman,  Northampton:  received 
grant  of  land  Westfield,  1663/9,  selectman  there  1672: 
received  60  acres  Suffield  1679. 

Jay  Bush  Hanchett  believes  Thomas  did  not  come  in  "Mary 
and  John."  Says  the  first  authentic  account  of  him  is  as  the  holder 
of  a  home  lot  at  Wethersfield  in  1642.  In  1648  he  married  Deliver¬ 
ance  Langton  (l.ankton,  Langdon) ,  daughter  of  George,  ((Mather  Kan- 
chett's  Chart  says  "George  Laughton".  H.A.O.))  (George  came  to 
Westfield  in  1646,  had  a  child  born  at  Springfield  in  1649,  removed 
to  Northampton  in  1658.)  John  Hanchett,  son  of  Thomas  and  Deliver¬ 
ance,  was  born  at  Wethersfield,  Sept.  1,  1649.  In  July,  1861,  Deacon 
Thomas  was  on  the  payroll  for  a  mill  dam  at  New  London.  He  was  there 
three  years.  J.B.H.  says  also  that  Thomas'  sons,  John  and  Thomas,  Jr. 
each  received  40  acres,  Suffield  when  Thomas,  Sr.  got  his  60,  these 
being  among  the  original  Proprietors  of  Suffield. 

Trumbull’s  "History  of  Northampton"  says  Thomas  come  to 
Northampton  in  1660  from  Wethersfield  and  that  his  name  appears 
in  the  records  not  only  of  New  London  but  also  of  Savbrook.  At 
Northampton  he  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Commonwealth 
before  there  is  any  record  of  any  court  having  been  there. 

On  June  18,  1661,  the  church  was  organized  of  which  Jonathan 
Edwards  was  later  pastor,  and  still  later  Calvin  Coolidge  was 
a  member.  Eight  persons  are  mentioned,  evidently  a  committee, 
including  the  minister  and  Thomas  Hanchett.  In  1663  he  was 
elected  second  deacon  of  the  church. 


Thomas'  son  John  married  Ester  Pritchet  of  Suffield  in 
1667,  (according  to  Trumbull’ 3  "History  of  Northampton")  while  at 
Westfield,  (Mrs.  Howard  C.  Ravmond,  Watertown,  Mass,  says  this  Esther 
or  Hesthe r ,  was  daughter  of  William,  killed  by  Indians  at  Brookfield, 
1675,  whose  son,  William,  was  founder  of  Suffield.)  After  two  children 
were  born  at  7/est field  they  removed  to  Suffield  in  1680,  where  John 
was  freeman  and  voter  at  the  first  town  meeting.  He  held  many  offices 
and  was  deacon  for  many  years.  J.B.H.  says  he  was  tithing  man,  fence 
visor,  surveyor,  commissioner,  and  many  times  selectman.  Six  children 
were  born  at  Suffield,  after  which  Esther  died  Nov.  23,  1711.  John's 
second  wife,  the  widow  Mary  Harmon,  died  Sept.  17,  IScO,  his  third 
v'ife,  the  widow  Sarah  Tavlor, d,  Jan.  6,  1733.  Ie  died  Oct.  23,1744, 
aged  95,  survived  by  his  fourth  wife,  the  widow  Mary  Southwell.

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DR*  HULBURT'S  LETTER  OF  MARCH  25,  1940,  Cont. 

J.B.H.  says  that  John  Hanchett  2nd  also  held  town  offices. 
He  and  his  wife  Lydia  Hayward  were  married  for  54  years. 

Your  correspondent  desires  also  data  concerning  Lydia .  I 
cannot  connect  her  positively  with  those  whom  I  believe  to  be  her 
ancestors.  I  should  like  to  give  tentative  pedigree  and  to  ask  your 
readers  to  communicate  with  me  concerning  every  statement  which  they 
know  to  be  or  not  to  be  correct. 

Shattuck's  History  of  Concord,  Mass.,  says  George  Heaward, 
whose  wife  was  Mary,  came  there  in  1635.  He  was  drowned  Mar . 

29,  1671.  Mary  died  1693.  Among  their  children  were  John, 
Joseph  born  Mar.  26,  1643;  Sarah,  Hannah,  Simeon,  George. 

William  Frederick  Adams  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  has  written 
b  book  about  James  Hayward ,  of  the  Revolution,  in  which  he  says 
that  on  Oct.  26,  1665,  Joseph  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  James 
Hosmer,  and  March  23,  1676,  he  married  Elizabeth  Treadway,  whose 
first  husband,  Shadrack  Hapgood,  had  been  killed  by  Indians.  W.F.A. 
gives  the  children  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  as  Ebenezer,  1679;  Jamies 
1681,  Simeon  1683,  Abiel  1691.  Mrs.  Raymond,  already  mentioned, 
says  that  between  1633  and  1691  there  were  born  two  daughters,  Lydia 
and  Prudence.  She  says  they  finally  removed  from  Concord  to  Brook¬ 
field  and  that  in  all  probability  at  least  some  of  the  children  went 
on  to  Suf field.  Lydia  Hayward,  and  two  others  having  the  names  of 
children  of  Joseph,  married  at  Suffield.  Mr.  William.  J.  Deavitt, 

Los  Angeles,  Calif,  substantiates  this.  There  are  many  circumstances 
which  cannot  be  mentioned  here  for  lack  of  room,  which  bear  out  the 
hypothesis  that this  Lydia,  said  to  have  been  born  1685,  is  the  same 
as  our  Lydia,  wife  of  John  Hanchett,  2nd,  who,  my  family  records  say, 
was  born  1633. 

The  Genealogy  of  the  Families  and  Descendants  of  the  Early 
Settlers  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  by  Henry  Bond,  M.  D.,  I860,  shows  that 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Treadway,  a  weaver,  married,  second, 
a  Hayward . 

The  Gregory  Stone  Genealogy  by  J.  Gardner  Bartlett,  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Stone  Family  Association,  Boston,  1918,  shows  that 
Nathaniel  Treadway's  wife  was  Suffrance,  daughter  of  'Walter  Haynes, 
a  weaver,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife.  Very  truly  yours,

Benning  V.'ent  worth  of  New  Hampshire  has  indorsed  upon  its  back  the  names  *  of 
Amos  Hanchett  and  his  father  Ebehezer  Hanchett  as  applicants  for  the  land 
covered  by  the  grant,  (it  is  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Charters  at  page  278. 
Theodore  Atkinson,  Secy.)  As  ail  the  proprietors  (60  in  ail)  lived  in 
Salisbury,  the  town  meetings  were  held  there  and  Ebenezer  was  elected 
selectman  and  held  several  other  offices.  It  seems  these  proprietors  aid 
not  migrate  to  Middlebury  until  1783.

Note  that  the  name  in  the  last  or  lowest  tier  of  the  Mather 
Hanchett  Chart,  in  the  fourth  column  is  John  Jay  (Hanchett).  The 
tier  above,  in  the  fifth  column  is  Milton  V.aldo  (Hanchett).  The 
omission  of  the  last  name,  as  (Hanchett),  in  this  style  of  pedigree  is 
a  very  reprehensible  practice.  It  tends  to  make  errors  easier  to  make, 
is  confusing  and  sometimes  it  is  impossible  to  tell  just  who  i s  meant.

Mrs.  Ever ingham’ s  mother  was  Mary  Drake,  was  92 
about  1932.  Mrs.  Everingham  was  admitted  to  the  DAR  through  Capt.  Oliver, 
but  is  a  descendant  of  Capt.  Luke.  I  believe  she  corrected  it,  I 
believe  their  address  was  Teal  Ave . ,  Syracuse.

In  looking  over  these  letters  I  am  reminded  of  the  fact  that  most 
queries  which  I  had  in  my  first  copies  have  disappeared  because  many 
doubtful  points  have  been  cleared  up  by  some  of  our  Odells  to  whom 
they  were  submitted.  The  name  Fhidelia,  in  another  place  Fidelia. 

The  latter  spelling  is  favored  by  some.  I  don't  think  those  differ¬ 
ences  in  spelling  mean  anything  just  so  we  recognize  it  is  the  same 
person  in  each  case.  Re  Roxy  Ann  and  Zada  Ann,  I  have  not  been  able 
to  arrive  at  any  satisfactory  explanation  in  that  regard.  ”Rcxv  Ann 
Hanchet”  (with  one  T)  is  given  in  Grandfather  RFO's  Bible  so  we  must 
stick  by  that.  "Roxy  Ann”  also  appears  on  several  legal  documents  dis¬ 
covered  by  Mr.  Haacker .  On  the  other  hand  we  have  the  written  word  of 
Miss  Lucy  E.  Warner ,  her  daughter,  that  her  mother's  name  was  "Zada  Ann”. 
I  wrote  to  several  genealogists  asking  if  it  was  common  to  give  the  same 
second  name  to  living  children  and  received  only  one  reply,  that  it  was 
not .  There  are  many  conclusions  that  one  can  draw  from  a  study  of  these 
letters.  I  leave  that  to  the  reader.  Mrs.  March  and  Mrs.  Leach  both 
remember  Fidelia,  as  being  visited  by  Grandma  Roxy  Ann  in  South  Dakota, 
but  no  one  of  our  living  people  seem  to  have  ever  seen  her.  From  Lucy 
Y.arner  we  learn  that  Aunt  Alzina  was  never  married,  and  from  Mrs.  March 
that  Eleanor  (Ellen)  and  Rachael  are  the  same  person.

My  Dear  Kinsman: 

You  will  no  doubt  be  rather  surprised  to  hear  from  me  in 
the  far  Northwest,  but  I  was  offered  a  good  position  out  here  had  to  take 
it  at  once  or  not  at  all  so  I  made  the  trip,  arriving  here  a  week  ago  today. 

Am  away  up  in  the  Blue  Mountains  about  6,000  feet  above  sea  level, 
quite  cold  up  here.  Mercury  stood  at  19°  this  morning,  frost  every  night, 
had  fall  of  2^”  of  snow  here  Thursday  night.  This  is  an  isolated  plant,  26 
miles  from  the  R.R.  ana  6  miles  from  a  town,  but  very  pleasant  otherwise. 

Had  a  very  pleasant  trip,  stopped  off  at  Chicago  and  Denver  for  a 
day  each  and  saw  some  Hanchetts  at  both  places.  Had  quite  a  visit  with  Fred. 

H.  in  Denver.  He  looks  much  like  you  in  some  respects. 

The  hunting  and  fishing  out  here  is  fine;  deer,  bear,  and  cougar, 
pheasants,  grouse,  squirrels  A  rabbits  plentiful,  and  at  the  lake,  where  we 
get  our  water  supply  for  power,  1,000  feet  higher  up  in  the  mountains,  the 
trout  are  thick  and  easily  caught,  run  from  7  to  15  inches  in  length  and 
fine  eating. 

Am  much  pleased  with  the  place,  have  good  cottage  near  the  power 
house  and  think  my  wife  will  enjoy  a  summer  out  here.  I  expect  her  in  about 
two  weeks,  and  will  go  to  Baker  City,  56  miles,  to  meet  her;  from  there  we 
take  the  Sumpter  Valley  R.R.  a  narrow  gauge  lumber  road,  to  Sumpter,  31 
miles.  There  th«  Co.  team  will  meet  us  and  bring  us  out  here. 

Don’t  believe  I  care  to  stay  out  here  in  winter  as  they  tell  me 

the  only  way  of  getting  in  and  out  is  on  snow  shoes  or  skiis  and  that  it  is 

necessary  to  lay  in  enough  supplies  by  Nov.  15th  to  last  to  May  1st  for  no 
teams  can  get  here  during  that  time.  The  air  up  here  is  clear  and  pure, 
finest  spring  water  close  to  cottage  and  I  believe  that  both  myself  and  wife 
will  be  much  benefitted  in  health  if  we  spend  the  summer  here. 

I  can  go  in  to  Baker  City  in  the  employ  of  the  same  Co.  if  I  desire 

to  do  so  but  shall  wait  before  deciding  until  Mrs.  H.  has  the  chance  to  see 

the  place  and  let  her  decide  for  I  feel  that  she  is  the  one  to  be  suited  for 
she  has  faithfully  nursed  me  through  my  illness  all  winter  and  has  seen  little 
pleasure  and  I  want  to  make  everything  as  pleasant  as  I  can  for  her  now  for 
she  is  a  jewell  and  I  feel  that  I  can't  do  too  much  for  her,  and  the  man  who 
gets  a  good  wife  ncw-a-days  can  consider  himself  mighty  lucky  and  should  show 
his  appreciation  by  doing  everything  for  her  comfort  and  happiness. 

I  have  turned  all  the  genealogical  work  over  to  her  and  she  is 
carrying  it  on  and  we  hope  to  practically  finish  the  American  Lines  this 
year,  and  we  hope,  the  English  connections  also.  This  matter  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  Hardy  A  Page,  professional  genealogists  of  London,  and  we  hope  to 
have  their  report  soon. 

I  have  heard  from  Levi  Fangborn  Hanchett  and  Jno.  Clifford,  also 
Elbert  E,  all  sons  of  Wm.  Foster,  but  have  not  all  of  their  lines  complete 
yet.  Am  trying  to  find  out  what  became  of  the  genealogy  that  Ebenezer,  the 
^/^"//father  of  Jonah  was  supposed  to  have  had,  that  recorded  the  Line  back 
to  England,  but  none  of  them  seem  to  know  anything  about  such  a  record  and 
it  may  have  been  only  a  rumor  without  any  real  foundation,  but  I  am  anxious 
to  establish  this  fact  if  it  be  so. 

Regarding  that  St .  Lawrence  branch,  I  have  concluded  that  Chas . 
and  John  must  have  been  sons  of  either  Reuben,  son  of  Amos:  or  of  Seth  the 
brother  of  Zacheus.  These  two  seem  to  be  the  only  real  possibilities  and 
we  know  but  little  of  Reuben  and  practically  nothing  of  Seth. 

My  opportunities  for  library  research  are  now  entirely  cut  off 
and  I  am  dependent  on  your  efforts  to  dig  this  out.

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I  have  never  heard  from  Mrs.  Josie  Wright  from  Oklahoma  although 
I  wrote  her  and  sent  her  some  blanks  to  fill  out  and  shall  try  again.  All 
of  Jonas  descendants  seem  to  have  and  still  are  following  the  fanning  line. 

I  had  quite  a  letter  from  Elbert  E.  also  from  Jno.  Clifford,  and  expect  to 
get  the  data  soon.  They  are  both  looking  up  old  records  for  me,  Levi  P. 
who  lives  up  in  Michigan  is  in  poor  health,  sc  his  wife  wrote  me  and  I  judge 
in  poor  circumstances,  also  they  have  quite  a  family*  I  had  one  letter  from 
Philemon  but  have  been  unable  to  get  any  further  word  from  him  and  shall  write 
him  again,  I  sent  him  a  lot  of  blanks  to  fill  out  and  he  may  be  getting 
these  in  shape  to  send  me,  hope  so  anyhow.  There  are  several  Lines  of  which 
I  have  but  meagre  information  and  as  soon  as  Mrs.  H.  gets  here  and  I  can  do 
so,  will  go  over  my  records  and  let  you  know  what  Lines  are  missing. 

At  Sumpter,  Oregon,  I  met  a  man,  a  Mr.  Dygert,  who  w'as  intimately 
acquainted  with  Miles  Hanchett,  (who  married  Phoebe  Marshall,)  years  ago. 

They  were  both  Wells  Fargo  Express  messengers  out  of  St.  Louis  to  Texarkana. 

He  told  me  much  of  Miles  but  did  not  know  if  he  were  living  now  or  not,  (He 
is  dead  but  I  don't  know  when  or  where.)  Miles  is  a  brother  (l  believe)  of 
Erastus  of  Honeoye  Falls.  I  received,  the  day  I  left  Jamestown,  a  letter 
from  Erastus  son,  Fred.C.  several  sheets  of  record  from  the  old  family  Bible 
which  gave  me  a  lot  of  valuable  data  of  that  Line,  (Hiram,  son  of  Joseph.) 

I  am  located  right  in  the  heart  of  the  Gold  Mining  district  and  shall  spend 
part  of  my  spare  time  in  working  the  gravel  in  a  creek  bed  just  above  us  as 
there  is  gold  there  and  in  paying  quantities  and  needs  only  the  work  to  get 
it  out.  Shall  build  a  sluice  box  and  see  what  I  can  mine  out  this  summer  if 
I  stay  out  here. 

Tw'o  "Chinks”  washed  out  from  $300  to  $400  apiece  there  last  summer 
using  only  a  pan  so  I  think  if  I  put  up  a  sluice  box  and  riffles  I  can  take 
out  considerable  gold,  which  will  pay  me  to  do  and  let  Mrs.  H.  attend  to  the 
genealogical  work. 

Shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  whenever  you  have  the  time  and  hope 
that  our  combined  efforts  may  succeed  in  closing  some  of  the  gaps  in  the 
records ,

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"THEIR  DIAMOND  DAY  "Joseph  Hanchett 

"Couple  married  75  years  celebrate  on  March  5,  Iona,  Mich*  Feb.  28,  1851. 

"Three-quarters  of  a  century  of  matrimonial  happiness,  broken  only 
by  four  years  separation,  during  the  Civil  War,  will  be  celebrated  next 
Thursday  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Hanchett  of  Bushnell  Township,  Montcalm  Co. 
The  anniversary  will  be  observed  at  the  home  of  their  daughter,  Mrs. 

Marshall  Sherd. 

"The  advanced  years  that,  not  so  long  ago,  caused  the  Hanchett s  to 
leave  their  own  farm  home  and  go  to  live  with  their  only  surviving  child, 
have  been  unkind  to  them.  Mr.  Hanchett,  now  96  years  old,  is  nearly  blind, 
and  his  hearing  has  become  impaired.  His  wife  is  91,  also  has  found  her 
vision  fading  until  she  no  longer  can  sew  or  read.  Her  hearing  however, 
has  not  been  affected, 

"  'They  can  hardly  talk  together  ary  more,  but  she  is  near  him 
always,  and  waits  on  him  constantly,’  Mrs.  Sherd  said  of  her  parents. 

"it  was  in  1355  that  Mr.  Hanchett  came  to  Michigan  from  New  York 
State  to  claim  land  offered  by  the  government.  'Central  Michigan  then'  he 
said,  'was  a  wilderness.'  A  year  later  he  married  Miss  Angelina  Kusker, 
who  had  settled  near  Bushnell,  with  her  parents,  when  they'-  left  her 
birth  place  at  Lenawee  Co. 

"The  Hanchett s  had  to  cut  a  road  to  their  farm  home,  and  oxen 
were  used  to  haul  their  possessions.  The  progress  of  Michigan,  in  the  76 
years  he  has  been  here,  is  the  most  amazing  thing  in  Mr .  Kanchett's  memory. 
’Y/hat  was  a  wilderness  has  become  a  garden  spot,'  he  declared. 

"The  automobile,  Mrs.  Hanchett  believes,  has  brought  the  greatest 
progress  she  has  seen. 

"  'We  used  to  get  up  before  dawn,  have  breakfast  by  candle  light, 
and  drive  oxen  over  almost  impossible  reads  to  church'  she  said.  'Services 
lasted  several  hours,  and  in  the  evening  we  started  home.  It  was  hard  but 
worth  it.  Now  the  automobile  carries  in  less  than  an  hour  the  distance  that 

oxen  could  not  cover  in  a  day  --  but  because  of  the  automobile  people  don't 

seem  to  find  time  to  go  to  church,' 

"When  the  Civil  War  broke  out,  Hanchett  left  his  bride  and  en¬ 
listed.  Ten  other  men  from  the  vicinity  also  joined.  He  served  throughout 
the  war,  most  of  the  time  under  General  Thomas.  The  last  of  the  'Eleven 
Veterans'  Mr.  Hanchett  no w  calls  himself  'the  old  soldiers  of  Bushnell’. 

Each  year  the  descendants  of  his  comrades  send  flowers  to  the  Hanchetts 
on  their  wedding  anniversary,  and  call  and  wish  them  well. 

"Mr.  Hanchett  was  the  oldest  of  nine  children.  Two  sisters  now 

survive.  They  are:  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Drake,  of  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  now  90  years  old: 

and  Mrs.  Lottie  Leach,  of  Palo,  who  is  81.  The  Kanchett's  son,  Irving, 
died  in  1881. 

"Besides  the  daughter,  Mrs.  Sherd,  the  Hanchetts  have  six  grand¬ 
children,  most  of  whom  will  help  them  observe  their  Diamond  Jubilee."

Dear  Sir:  Your  Letter  to  Hiram  Joseph  Hanchett  rec*d  this  day,  the  writer 
is  a  son  and  will  answer  your  questions  as  far  e.s  possible,  but  I  fear  will 
not  help  you  much  from  what  you  know  now.  We  are  not  very  well  posted  on 
the  Hanchetts  beyond  Dr.  Luther  Hanchett. 

Dr.  Luther  H.  used  to  tell  his  children  that  two  Hanchett  brothers 
came  over  from  Wales  and  settled  in  the  east.  (We  think  it  was  Connecticut). 
We  are  the  direct  descendants  of  one  of  them.  What  became  of  the  other  we 
do  not  know.  Dr.  Luther's  father  lived  somewhere  in  New  York  State,  think 
his  name  was  Joseph.  Dr,  Luther  did  live  in  Middlebury,  Ohio,  in  1815. 

Hiram  Joseph  was  born  there  Oct.  6,  1816.  Dr.  Luther  was  an  Army  Physician 
in  1812,  one  place  he  was  stationed  was  (Sorven? )  Sandusky  (now  Fremont) 
his  2nd  wife  was  buried  there. 

Dr.  Luther  had  three  own  brothers  and  two  half  brothers.  They 
we  re,  commencing  oldest:  Elijah,  then  the  Dr.  Luther,  then  Joseph,  then 
Hiram:  half  brothers  were?  Bryant  and  Seth. 

Bryant  Hanchett  died  at  Quincy,  Mich,  last  year.  A  letter  there 
to  his  widow  might  lead  to  the  information  you  want. 

Seth  Hanchett  lived  and  died  near  Detroit  and  has  sons  living 
there  now.  Mrs.  Bryant  Hanchett  could  give  you  their  address.  It  would  be 
well  to  find  out  what  they  know.

Dear  Mr.  Hanchett:-  I  thought  I  would  drop  you  a  line  to  tell  you  how  much 
pleased  I  was  to  receive  your  call  a  day  or  two  ago.  It  is  not  often  one 
meets  with  a  member  of  the  family  who  is  a  thoroughly  good  genealogical 
investigator  and  although  I  had  of  course  heard  of  you  repeatedly  through 
Frank  E.  Hanchett,  it  was  not  the  same  as  seeing  you  face  to  face, 

I  was  especially  interested  in  what  you  told  me  of  the  tradition 
in  the  family  of  Jonah  touching  the  English  connection.  If  the  tradition  is 
well  founded  and  not  simply  a  distorted  version  of  statements  already  put 
out  from  late  sources  of  a  chancery  estate,  it  is  of  the  most  importance 
because  it  points  to  the  Arkesden  Line  of  Hanchetts  as  the  one  we  come  from, 
since  the  Chancery  estate  comes  in  on  that  line.  That  has  been  my  idea  of 
the  origin  now  for  several  months  for  other  reasons,  and  I  told  you  1  ex¬ 
pected  last  week  to  get  final  word  on  the  subject  from  the  English  record 

agents.  It  did  not  come  then  but  will  be  in  hand  very  soon  and  I  hope  will 

clear  up  the  whole  matter. 

In  Frank's  absence  I  have  written  Mrs.  Hanchett  asking  her  to  take 
up  the  matter  of  this  tradition  with  you  so  as  to  get  it  in  the  best  possibl 
shape  for  my  records,  and  she  will  no  doubt  write  to  you  this  wee k.  I  owe 

it  to  Frank  Hanchett  to  do  it  in  this  way,  for  we  have  been  careful  not  to 

interrupt  each  other's  correspondence,  I  have  written  Mrs.  Hanchett  of 
your  call  and  told  her  that  I  would  leave  it  to  her  and  simply  write  and 
thank  you  for  calling.  The  English  work  has  been  ny  particular  task  and 
this  you  have  told  me  interests  me  very  intimately.  The  Jonah  Line  Frank 
E.  H&nchett  has  promised  me  although  he  has  been  very  busy  and  not  sent  it 
as  yet. 


I  should  be  glad  to  have  you  call  again  and  perhaps  you  would 
be  interested  to  look  over  my  notes  which  are  very  voluminous  as  to  both 
English  and  American  data.  I  am  especially  strong  on  the  period  prior  to 
the  revolution  and  although  the  notes  could  be  polished  to  advantage  it  io 
not  likely  that  there  will  be  much  added  by  way  of  new  information. 

If  I  find  the  connecting  link  which  I  have  great  hopes  of  doing 
in  the  batch  of  wills  coming  from  England  next  week  I  shall  communicate  at 
once  to  Mrs.  F.  E.Hanchett  and  ask  especially  that  she  pass  the  word  along 
to  you.

Bertha  Hanchett  in  June,  1941. 


New  York,  February,  1910. 
To  the  Kinsfolk  of  the  American  Hanchett  Family* 


Dear  Bretheren — In  the  following  I  give  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  me 
and  my  collaborators  upon  the  English  Genealogy  of  our  family, 

THE  PROBLEM. 

The  problem  is  two-fold.  First,  to  find  the  connection  of 
Deacon  Thomas  Hanchett,  our  common  ancestor,  with  the  English  Family  of 
that  name.  Second,  To  Trace  back  the  English  pedigree  as  far  as  possible. 

The  first  part  of  the  problem  is  still  unaccomplished* 

The  second  part,  work  upon  the  ancient  English  origin  of  the  family 
has  gone  forward  with  some  very  pleasing  successes, 

THE  GENERAL  OUTLOOK. 

The  Hanchett  family  is  more  fortunate  than  many  of  the  other 
American  families  in  search  for  their  English  tie,  for  while  many  families 
in  England  are  found  in  multiplicity  of  lines,  widely  scattered  over  the 
whole  kingdom,  with  many  unrelated  groups,  the  Hanchett  family  in  England 
is  a  unit,  small  numerically  and  compact  geographically,  and  the  common 
relationship  of  all  the  different  branches  is  very  apparent.  Thus  we  are 
not  confronted  with  a  host  of  names  on  the  one  hand  or  with  the  necessity 
for  exploring  the  records  of  the  whole  kingdom  on  the  other.  We  may  say 
■with  considerable  confidence  that  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of  Deacon 
Thomas  Hanchett,  all  the  Hanchetts  in  existence  could  be  found  within  a 
fifty  mile  circle  having  for  its  center  the  point  of  junction  of  the 
three  counties  of  Cambridge,  Herts  and  Essex,  thus  the  work  now  being 
done  is  not  irrelevant  r amblings  which  new  discoveries  might  render 
obsolete  but  is  a  direct  dealing  with  our  own  ancestry,  albeit  we  are 
at  present  ignorant  of  the  exact  number  of  our  connections. 

It  should  he  generally  known,  if  not  already,  that  all  American 
Hanchetts  descend  from  Deacon  Thomas  Hanchett,  who  first  appears  as  the 
owner  of  a  house  lot  in  Wethersf ield,  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colon?/ 

(now  Connecticut)  in  1642.  He  must  have  been  a  very  young  man  at  that 
time,  probably  about  21,  and  had  probably  been  here  for  several  years 
before  this  first  notice.  ((Since  both  the  Mather  Hanchett  chart  and 
JBH  himself  say  he  was  born  in  1610,  he  must  have  been  31  at  that  time, 
a' more  reasonable  supposition,  and  he  was  net  so  young.  HAO.))  There 
was  also  a  John  Hanchett  of  Roxbury  and  Boston,  who  was  here  as  early 
as  1634.  John's  line  died  out  in  the  second  generation  as  to  male 
issue  of  the  name  Hanchett,  and  he  is  interesting  to  us  chiefly  from 
the  fact  that  we  suppose  him  to  have  been  brother  to  Deacon  Thomas. 

That  these  two  Hanchetts  were  Englishmen  is  not  open  to  doubt. 
All  the  colonists  of  New  England  at  that  time  were  English,  and  even 
should  we  admit  of  the  possibility  of  exceptions,  further  facts  place 
the  matter  beyond  doubt.  Both  were  Puritans  and  Deacon  Thomas  was 
founder  and  deacon  of  the  celebrated  church  at  Northampton.  They  spoke 
the  language  of  England  and  took  part  in  the  public  affairs,  thoroughly 
identifying  themselves  with  the  rest.  They  had  English  Christian  names 
themselves  and  named  their  childrenin  the  same  style.  Lastly,  but  not 
least,  they  bore  the  English  surname  of  Kanchet,  for  as  we  shall  present¬ 
ly  see  the  name  Hanchet  is  exclusively  an  English  name.  Thus  we  have  to 
look  for  our  ancestry  to  England.

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THE  NAME  HANCHETT > 

The  writer  has  experienced,  and  doubtless  it  is  the  common 
experience  of  us  all,  that  the  stranger  is  apt  to  view  the  name  Hanchett 
as  French,  doubtless  on  account  of  the  ending  (ett)  which  is  a  common  one 
in  France,  and  perhaps  also  because  he  has  heard  the  somewhat  similar 
name  of  Eachette  which  is  purely  French.  This  supposition  however,  be¬ 
comes  thoroughly  routed  when  it  is  learned  that  the  ending  of  HetM  was 
attached  to  the  name  in  England  and  that  too  after  the  family  had  teen 
there  certainly  for  over  two  hundred  years.  Before  the  year  1400  the 
family  had  went  by  the  name  of  Hanchache,  but  in  the  year  1392  the  then 
head  of  the  family  was  beheaded  for  treason  on  account  of  having  taken 
part  in  an  insurrection  and  his  estates  were  forfeited  to  the  crown# 

Very  likely  this  disruptive  event  may  have  led  to  the  changes, 
at  any  rate  the  Hanchetts  thereafter  generally  used  the  name  in  its  pres¬ 
ent  form.  The  name  ”da  Hanchache”  is,  of  course,  Norman  which  itself  im¬ 
plies  a  French  intermixture.  In  that  sense  all  Englishmen  are  of  French 
descent  and  the  Norman  origin  of  the  Hanchetts  does  not  qualify  the  purity 
of  thoir  English  blood. 

THE  NAME  HANCHACHE. 

As  just  noted  the  name  was  originally  Hanchache  and  this  state¬ 
ment  is  not  loose  guesswork  but  established  fact.  This  is  made  clearly 
evident  by  the  fact  that  for  about  a  century  after  the  change  in  name 
Hanchache  was  occasionally  used  by  prominent  Hanchets  interchangeable 
with  the  modernized  form.  Thus  Thomas  Hanchet,  of  Bedford,  the  head  of 
the  family  in  his  day,  and  a  wealthy  and  prominent  man,  is  referred  to 
also  as  Thomas  Hanchech,  and  again  as  late  as  1516  in  a  deed  James 
Hanchech  is  described  as  son  of  John  Hanchet*  The  places  of  residence 
and  the  land  holdings  of  the  Hanchaches  are  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Hanchets  and  the  coat  of  armor  is  the  same.  The  fact  is  so  patent  that 
it  is  recognized  by  compilers  of  records  who  index  the  Hanchache  refer¬ 
ences  under  the  name  of  Hanchet.  I  nay  add  also  that  my  two  English 
Correspondence  are  in  no  manner  of  doubt  upon  the  subject. 


THE  HANCHETT  ARMS. 

The  characteristic  form  of  the  Hanchett  arms  is, --Sable,  three 
right  hands  couped  st  the  wrist,  argent,  2-1,  or  in  everyday  parlance  the 
arms  are  displayed  as  three  right  hands  in  white  upon  a  black  shield# 

The  form  varies  a  little  with  different  branches.  Sometimes  the  hands 
are  depicted  as  lefts  and  sometimes  as  gauntlets,  The  crest  is  not  a 
mark  of  the  family  as  the  arms  are  but  is  the  embellishment  of  some  mem¬ 
ber.#  Vie  know  but  one,  that  of  the  Braughin  Hanchetts,  consisting  of  a 
sun  shining  upon  a  sunflower.  The  memorial  window  at  Bulter’s  Manor 
dating  about  1600,  depicts  the  arms  of  Hanchet  quartered  with  those  of 
Montif itchet ,  showing  connection  by  marriage  although  the  connection  of 
the  two  families  extends  back  as  far  as  1150.  ((Richard  de  Montfichet  was 
one  of  the  Magna  Charta  Sureties,  see  Browning's  Magna  Charta  Barons, 
p.  83.  E.A.O.)) 

SPELLING  OF  THE  NAME. 

Spelling  of  proper  names  in  the  days  of  old  was  no  fixed  quan¬ 
tity.  Sound,  is  safer  guide  than  orthography.  Even  in  this  country  the 
name  of  Hanchet  is  found  misspelled  in  all  imaginable  ways,  the  most 
radical  departure  being  Hanset,  which  wras  used  by  both  Deacon  Thomas 
and  his  supposed  brother.  For  the  first  five  generations  in  this 
country  the  name  we. s  spelled  with  a  single  T,  but  after  that  and  today 
the  general  usage  has  been  the  double  TT*.  In  England  we  find  the  single 
T  mors  common  than  the  double  T,  although  that  too  is  frequently  met 
with  before  1600.  In  England  today  both  forms  are  used. 

I  OH 
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The  n.?me  Hanchache  \ms  even  more  grotesquely  handled  than  its 
successor*  I  find  Hanchache,  Hanchich,  Hanchech,  Hansleg,  Hancchacche, 
Handchicke,  and  in  one  of  the  earliest  notices,  Hausthach.  The  spelling 
Hauchache  is,  I  think,  the  fault  of  the  copyist,  the  written  ”nn  being 
mi's  taken  for  ”u,; .  The  Successful  deciphering  of  ancient  script  is  not 
an  easy  matter  and  very  likely  the  abnormal  Haustach  is  partly  due  to 
bad  reading  of  a  poor  text.  The  preposition  "de"  or  "de  Hanchache"  is 
commonly  met  with  in  the  Norman  times  but  passed  out  of  currency  with 
the  change  in  general  usage  in  this  respect* 

GENEALOGICAL  SKETCH 

The  genealogy  of  the  family  is  conveniently  classified  accord¬ 
ing  to  geographical  locations. 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE, 

Shody  Camps*  The  earliest  location  of  the  family  of  which  we 
have  record  is  e.t  the  little  parish  of  Shody  Camps,  which  is  in  the  ex¬ 
treme  southern  portion  of  Cambridgeshire,  very  near  to  the  point  of  junc¬ 
tion  of  that  county  with  the  contiguous  counties  of  Essex  and  Suffolk, 

This  was  their  seat  for  several  centuries.  The  earliest  reference  is 
to  Henric  de  Haustach,  who  held  the  parish  in  1150  of  Richard  de  Muntfit- 
chet.  The  next  record  is  considerably  later  in  1273,  the  year  of  the 
death  of  Thomas  de  Hansheg,  who  left  his  son  and  heir,  Henry.  This 
Henry  is  very  like  the  same  as  Henry  de  Hanccheck  of  1264. 

We  then  come  upon  a  very  full  record  of  the  administration 
proceedings  settling  the  estate  of  William  de  Hanchache,  who  died  in  1310 
and  left  numerous  holdings  at  Shody  Camps .  I  have  the  text  of  the  inqui¬ 
sition  post  mortem,  as  it  is  called,  in  the  original  Latin  and  it  refers 
to  his  son  Thomas  aged  15  years.  My  next  record  is  of  the  unfortunate 
John  de  Hanchache  already  mentioned  as  having  been  beheaded.  He  left 
three  sons?  William,  John  and  Henry.  This  event  seemed  to  have  scattered 
the  family  a  little  and  we  do  not  hear  of  them  again  at  Shody  Camps  until 
1516  when  James  Hanchech,  son  of  John  Hanchet  was  party  in  a  real  estate 
transfer  there.  Mr.  A.  H.  Johnson  writes  us  that  two  or  three  miles  from 
Shody  Camps  there  is  today  a  small  modern  farmhouse  that  goes  by  the  name 
of  Hanchet  Hall,  anu  that  a  corner  of  the  road  not  far  off  is  called 
Hanchet  End.  The  secretary  of  the  owner  was  unable  to  attribute  a  reason 
for  these  names. 

We  have  great  reason  to  be  interested  in  the  ancient  Shody 
Camps  Hanchets  for  they  are  probably  our  own  encestors. 

EUCKINGHAMSHIRE. 

About  the  time  of  the  disaster  in  Cambridge  the  Hanchets  appear 
in  the  county  of  Bucks,  and  I  may  record  that  as  late  as  1600  this  short 
removal  was  yet  their  most  remote  removal  from  the  early  seat  of  the  fam¬ 
ily,  The  name  is  now  Hanchet.  About  1400  Andrew  Hanchet,  or  Hanchyt, 
Gentleman,  purchased  the  manors  of  Caldcote  and  Willen  in  Buckinghamshire 
and  established  a  new  family  seat.  He  died  shortly  after,  leaving  his 
minor  son,  John,  his  heir.  The  Bucks  estates  remained  in  the  family  for 
nearly  150  years  and  were  finally  sold  about  1540  by  John  Hanchet  to  one 
White.  We  also  get  some  notices  of  the  interned iate  holders. 

BEDFORDSHIRE. 

The  most  notable  of  the  descendants  of  Andrew  Hanchet  was 
Thomas  de  Hanchet,  also  called  Hanchech.  Besides  the  Bucks  estates  he  held 
valuable  estate  in  Bedfordshire  and  was  one  of  the  richest  men  of  the 
county.  Bedfordshire  lies  between  Bucks  and  Herts  and  is  an  indication 
of  the  progress  of  the  family  in  the  direction  of  their  ancient  seat  at 
Shody  Camps.  This  Thomas  Hanchet  was  the  one  whose  coat  of  armor  shows 
the  left  hands  though  right  hands  appear  upon  those  of  his  descendants . 
This  Thomas  de  Hanchech  died  in  1509  leaving  his  son  William  Hanchet, 
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HERTFORDSHIRE 

William  Hanchet,  just  named,  is  the  first  we  definitely  know 
to  have  been  a  Letchworth  Hall  Hanchet.  The  Hanchet s  had  been  in  Hert¬ 
ford  as  early  as  1450  but  the  location  of  William  at  Letchworth  Hall  is 
the  first  positive  evidence  we  have  of  the  definite  establishment  of  a 
family  seat  in  Hertfordshire.  The  Manor  of  Letchworth  in  the  parish  of 
that  name,  was  also  called  Montfitchet,  the  Mont  if  itchets  having  been 
early  proprietors.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Mont  if itchets  were 
with  the  Hanchaches  at  Sh.ody  Camps,  and  this  new  recurrence  of  the  two 
names  in  conjunction  may  indicate  a  prolonged  relationship.  This 
William  also  had  another  Manor  of  Montfitchet  in  Wallington.  He  also 
had  at  his  death  the  Manor  of  Caldecote  in  Bucks,  originally  purchased 
there  by  Andrew  Hanchet.  Williamfs  son  Andrew,  a  child  of  tender  years, 
died  there  two  years  after  the  death  of  the  father,  the  father  having 
died  in  1513,.  The  second  son,  John,  came  into  these  estates,  and  is, 

I  think,  the  same  John  who  was  owner  of  the  Manor  of  Gatesbury  nearby, 
which  he  made  his  seat.  I  have  a  picture  of  Letchworth  Hall  and  am  ex¬ 
pecting  shortly  to  receive  a  much  better  one,  which  I  intend  to  have 
copied  and  sent  to  the  contributors  to  the  fund,  ((is  in  photostat .K .A .0 ) 
I  cannot  state  at  present  that  the  present  hall  or  any  part  of  it  was 
standing  at  the  time  of  the  Hanchet  occupation  but  there  is  good  prospects 
that  this  is  so.  The  present  building  is  over  300  years  old  and  I  hope 
that  it  will  be  found  that  parts  of  it  are  still  older, 

THE  BRAUGHIN  HANCHET T. 

John  Hanchet  of  Gatesbury  is  accepted  by  the  English  corres¬ 
pondents  and  me  to  be  the  father  of  the  first  Thomas  Hanchet  of  Braughin. 
The  Braughin  Hanchetts  upheld  the  best  traditions  of  the  family  and  were 
evidently  of  considerable  means.  The  daughters  married  into  the  nobility 
and  the  most  distinguished  Hanchet  became  Sheriff  of  Hertford  and  erected 
in  1600  the  first  Manor  House  of  Uphall,  a  picture  of  which  is  enclosed 
with  this  sketch,  ((Also  shown,  see  photostat,  H.A,0.))  The  Braughin 
line  more  especially  interests  us  because  they  were  the  only  Hanchetts 
who  were  at  all  numerous  at  the  period  of  critical  interest  to  us,  vis: 
the  emigration  in  the  1630ties.  To  Braughin  and  the  parishes  in  the 
vicinity  our  most  careful  search  has  been  directed.  From  Braughin  the 
family  removed  to  Hinxworth  and  became  less  conspicuous. 

fcSSHX. 

The  Hanchetts  were  also  numerous  in  Essex  the  county  adjoining 
Hertford  and  were  located  on  the  one  hand  not  far  from  Braughin  and  on 
the  other  hand  not  far  from  Shody  Camps,  The  principal  names  of  places 
are  Christhall  and  Arkesden.  They  become  numerous  about  the  time  we  lose 
trace  of  the  Braughin  Hanchetts  and  very  likely  come  from  there.  They  do 
not  interest  us  greatly  because  they  appear  a  shade  too  labe  to  have 
included  any  ancestors  of  Deacon  Thomas  among  them. 

CAMBRIDGE. 

About  1600  we  again  find  traces  of  Hanchetts  in  Cambridge,  at 
Ickleton  not  far  from  Shody  Camps,  They  are  a  little  too  late  to  be  of 
interest  to  us  but  the  line  may  go  farther  back  than  present  knowledge  has 
developed.  A,  E,  Johnson,  my  correspondent,  is  of  this  line. 

SOCIAL  STATUS. 

The  Hanchetts  of  whom  we  have  just  been  speaking  belonged  to 
the  class  called  gentlemen,  that  is  to  say,  they  were  neither  of  the 
nobility  nor  of  the  yeomanry,  but  were  higher  than  yeomen  and  less  than  the 
nobles  of  rank.  They  were  landed  proprietors,  wore  coat  armor,  and  were 
entitled  to  be  called  Arminger,  Esquire  or  Gentlemen.  They  were  the  chief 
men  of  the  parish  and  in  the  earliest  times  held  court  in  the  Manor  houses. 
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The  Hanchetts  of  this  rank  were  of  sufficient  importance  to  he  recorded 
in  permanent  records.  Doubtless  there  were  others  of  the  family  who  were 
less  conspicuous  and  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  any  record,  but  a ho 
might  with  an  equal  probability  be  ancestors  of  Deacon  Thomas.  The  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  latter  lines  around  1600  without  known  ancestors  warns  us 
that  this  is  so.  Still  it  is  certain  that  the  family  was  very  limited 
as  to  number  even  in  thoselater  years.  In  fact,  at  any  stage  prior  to 
the  emigration  there  was  not  more  than  the  merest  hanct  ul * 


PAST  DISAPPOINTMENTS. 

It  was  thought  at  the  time  of  the  circular  letter  that  the 
original  shipping  list  of  Deacon  Thomas  had  been  found,  and  in  fact  this 
supposed  discovery  was  the  chief  stimulus  to  the  proposed  research.  Then 
I  learned  more  details  of  the  find.  I  found  that  the  evidence  was  by  no 
means  sufficient  to  justify  the  high  hopes  that  had  been  built,  by  the 
English  correspondent.  The  name  on  the  list  was  not  Hanchet  but  hatchet 
and  had  the  vessel  been  bound  for  New  England  even  the  misspelling  couid 
not  have  deprived  the  item  of  most  serious  consideration.  The  shipment 
was,  however,  to  Virginia,  and  to  the  mistake  of  name  was  added  the  fact 
of  the  two  colonies  and  the  vast  difference  between  the  thoughts  and 
customs  of  the  Puritan  New  Englanders  and  the  conformist  Virginians. 
Wnile  the  note  is  still  to  borne  in  mind  it  is  badly  in  need  of  further 

corroboration. 


((This  same  story  has  been  copied  and  circulated  about  the 
Odell  family,  in  spite  of  contrary  data  which  is  true  beyond  all  doubt. 

I  think  it  is  a  deliberate  effort  to  discredit  the  New  England  ancestry 
of  both  families.  It  would  be  interesting  to  look  for  this  story 
elsewhere*  In  the  Odell  case  it  was  accompanied  by  a  second  circular 
of scurrilious  implication  and  innuendo  of  absolutely  no  relevance.

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THE  NAT'S  AND  FAMILY  OF  ODELL 

The  surname  ODELL  is  said  to  "be  derived  from  a  parish 
of  that  name  in  Bedfordshire,  England,  which  was  originally 
called  VTodhull ,  from  its  location  on  a  hill  covered  with 
trees  or  woods.  The  surname  is  found  on  ancient  records 
in  the  various  spellings  of  Wodhull,  Wahull,  Woodhuil, 
ifadhul  1 ,  v/ad-iulle,  ./abdell,  Woddell,  Wadehelle,  Odehull, 
Odill,  Odle,  and  Odell,  of  which  Woodhuil  (with  which  the 
present  paper  is  not  concerned)  and  Odell  are  the  forms 
most  commonly  used  in  America  today# 

Families  of  the  name  of  Odell  in  its  variant  forms 
were  to  be  found  at  early  dates  in  the  English  Counties 
of  Bedford,  Oxford,  Warwick,  Northampton,  Buckingham, 

Surrey,  Hertford,  Middlesex,  and  London,  as  well  as  in 
Va.rious  parts  of  Ireland.  It  appears  that  the  early  bearers 
of  the  name  were  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  G-reat 
Britain. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  name  in  England  are 
tnose  of  Walter  Flandrer.sis  de  Wahull,  a  Flemish  Baron  of 
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Bedfordshire  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  who  was 
probaoly  the  ancestor  of  the  entire  family;  Walter  de  Y'ahull, 
of  Oxfordshire,  in  1273;  John  and  Walter  de  Wadhulle,  of 
Bedfordshire,  aoout  the  same  time;  and  Fowke  or  Fouke,  Baron 
Woodhull  or  Odell,  of  Oxfordshire,  in  the  latter  fifteenth 
century,  who  was  the  father  by  his  wife,  Anne  Newenham,  of 
Nicholas,  Laurence,  and  Thomas,  of  whom  the  first  settled 
in  Northamptonshire  and  the  second  resided  in  Oxfordshire, 
where  he  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Alice  or  Elizabeth  Hall,  of 
Fowke  or  Fouke,  who  married  Alice  771  cliff e  or  Weekly  and 
was  the  father  by  her  of  Leonard,  Thomas,  William,  Isabell, 


and.  Anne,  of  whom  the  first  married  Elizabeth  Reve  and  was 
ohe  father  of  Anthony,  who  married  Mary  Hales  and  had  issue 
by  her  of  Anthony,  Richard,  and  Mary. 

,  other  early  records  of  the  name  in  Great  Britain  in¬ 


clude  Thomas  Odell,  of  St.  Buttolphes,  England,  who  died 
about  1624;  George  Odell,  who  died  about  1647,  and  his 
brother  John  Wodell  or  Odell;  the  brothers  Abraham,  Thomas, 
and  Henry  Odell,  of  whom  the  last  was  the  father  of  a  sen 
named  Thomas;  John  Odell,  of  Northamptonshire,  before  1650, 
who  had  a  son  named  Richard;  John  Odell,  of  County  Limerick, 
Ireland,  in  the  latter  seventeenth  century,  descendent  of 
an  Englisn  line  cf  the  family,  who  was  the  father  of  Thomas, 
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Fitzmaurlce,  and  John;  and  Charles  and  Edward,  brothers  of 
John  of  County  Limerick. 

Charles  Odell,  of  County  Limerick,  above  mentioned, 
who  died  in  1683,  was  the  ancestor  of  the  line  of  Odell 
of  Carrlglea,  County  Waterford,  Ireland.  His  son  Charles 
married  In, 1678  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Osborne,  by 
whom  he  had  issue  of  John  Osborne  Odell,  who  married  Frances 
Power  and  had  issue  by  her  of  Richard,  Pierce,  Isabella, 
end  G-rizel,  of  whom  Richard  married  In  1743  Isabella  Rad-*-  • 
cliffe  and  left  issue. 

Although  it  is  not  known  in  every  case  from  which  of 
the  several  lines  of  the  family  in  England  and  Ireland  the 
first  emigrants  of  the  name  to  America  were  descended,  it 
is  generally  deemed  probable  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  'Ghe 
Odells  derive  from  a  common  ancestor  of  a  remote  period. 

Probably  the  first  of  the  name  in  America  was  William. 
Odell,  who  came  from  Bedfordshire,  England,  to  Concord, 

Hass. ,  before  1638.  He  later  removed  to  Southampton,  Long 
Island,  N.Y.,  and  thence,  to  Fairfield,  Con n.,  about  1644. 

Hie  children  were  William,  James,  John,  and  Rebecca.  Among 
his  descendants  were  Benjamin  Barker  Odell,  of  New  York, 
and  Jonathan  Odell,  of  New  Jersey,  further  mentioned  below,

at  Rye,  N.Y.  By  his  v/ife,  a  Miss  Vowles,  he  had  issue  of 
John,  Samuel,  Hack&liah,  Isaac,’  Jonathan,  Stephen,  and 
Michael. 

John,  son  of  the  immigrant  William,  had  Issue  by  his 
v/ife,  Joanna  Walter,  of  John,  Samuel,  Hannah,  Deborah,  and 
Mary. 

About  1640  one  William  Wodell,  many  of  whose  descend¬ 
ants  adopted  the  Odell  form  of  the  name,  settled  at  Ports¬ 
mouth,  R. I.  .  By  his  v/ife  Mary  he  had  issue  of  Mary,  Ger shorn, 
Sarah,  Frances,  and  Alice.

G-ershom,  son  of  William  of  Thode  Island,  had  issue  by 
his  wife,  Mary  Tripp,  of  six  children,  G-ershom,  William, 
Richard,  Return,  Ruth,  and  Mary. 

There  is  record  that  one  Henry  Odell  settled  in  West¬ 
moreland  County,  Va. ,  in  1554,  but  no  information  is  avail¬ 
able  as  to  his  Immediate  family  or  descendants,  if  any. 

Reginald  Odell,  who  was  residing  at  Boston,  Mass., 
sometime  before  1637,  had  issue  by  his  wife  Priscilla  of 
Reginald,  Samuel  (died  young),  Thomas,  Samuel,  and  William. 

The  numerous  offspring  of  these  lines  of  the  family 
and  of  others  of  more  recent  establishment  in  America  have 
scattered  throughout  the  forty-eight  States  and  have  con¬ 
tributed  by  their  lives  and  deeds  to  the  advancement  of 
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American  civilization.  Described  on  the  whole  as  a  vigorous, 
serious-minded,  and  enterprising  race,  possessed  in  many 
instances  of  intellectual  ability,  the  Odells  have  been 
successful  as  public  officials,  businessmen  and  manufactur¬ 
ers,  and  members  of  the  learned  professions. 

Among  those  of  the  name  who  served  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution  were  Captain  John,  of  Connecticut;  Ichabod,  Sam¬ 
uel,  and  James,  of  Massachusetts;  Daniel,  George,  Henry, 
and  Joshua,  of  New  York;  and  others  from  the  other  original 
American  States. 

Walter,  Fowke  or  Fouke,  Thomas,  Anthony,  Henry.  Wil¬ 
liam,  Charles,  Richard,  James,  John,  Reginald,  and  Gerskom 
are  some  of  the  Christian  names  which  have  been  most  favored 
by  past  generations  of  the  family  for  their  male  offspring* 
The  following  are  a  few  of  the  many  representatives 
of  the  family  who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  America 
in  comparatively  recent  times: 

Arthur  Lee  Odell  (b.  1877),  of  Missouri,  Presby¬ 
terian  cl  e  r  g  ym  an .

Jacob  Odell  (1755-1345),  of  New  York,  brigadier 
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general  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  State  legislator. 

Jonathan  Odell  (172-7-1818),  of  New  Jersey,  phy¬ 
sician,  surgeon  in  the  British  army,  clergyman,  poet, 
and  Loyalist  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Hoses  Fowler  Odell  (1818-1855),  of  New  York,  cus¬ 
tomhouse  clerk,  public  appraiser,  Navy  agent,  and 
Congressman  from  New  York. 

Paul  Edwin  Odell  (b.  1870),  of  Vermont,  railway 
official . 

William  Robert  Odell  (b.  1855),  of  North  Carolina, 
cotton  manufacturer. 

Probably  the  best-known  coat  of  arms  of  the  Odells  is 
that  which  is  described  in  heraldic  terms  as  follows  (Burke, 
General  Armory,  1884) : 

Arms. — "Argent,  three  crescents  gules.” 

Crest. — "An  eagle  displayed  gules." 
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WHY  YOU  HAVE  A  FAMILY  NAME  AND  WHAT  IT  MEANS 


Primitive  personal  names  doubtless  originated  soon  after  the 
invention  of  spoken  language,  in  the  dark  ages  long  preceding  recorded 
history.  For  thousands  of  years  thereafter  first  or  given  names  were 
the  only  designations  that  men  and  women  bore;  and  at  the  dav/n  of 
historic  times,  when  the  world  was  less  crowded  than  it  is  today  and 
every  man  knew  his  neighbor,  one  title  of  address  was  sufficient. 

Only  gradually,  with  the  passing  centuries  and  the  increasing  complex¬ 
ity  of  civilized  society,  did  a  need  arise  for  more  specific  designa¬ 
tions.  While  the  roots  of  our  system  of  family  names  may  be  traced 
back  to  early  civilized  times,  actually  t'no  hereditary  surname  as  we 
know  it  today  dates  from  scarcely  more  than  nine  hundred  years  ago. 

A  surname  is  a  name  added  to  a  baptismal  or  given  name  for  the 
purposes  of  making  it  more  specific  and  of  indicating  family  relation¬ 
ship  or  descent.  Classified  according  tc  origin,  most  surnames  fall 
into  four  general  groups;  (I)  those  formed  from  the  given  name  of  the 
sire;  (2)  those  arising  from  bodily  or  personal  characteristics;  (3) 
those  derived  from  locality  or  place  of  residence;  and  (4)  those  de¬ 
rived  from  occupation.  It  is  easier  to  understand  the  story  of  the 
development  of  our  institution  of  surnames  if  these  classifications 
are  borne  in  mind. 

As  early  as  Biblical  times  certain  distinguishing  appellations 
were  occasionally  employed  in  addition  to  the  given  name,  as,  for 
instance,  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  Azariah  the  sen  of  Nathan,  Judas  of 
Galileo,  and  Simon  the  Zealot.  In  ancient  Greece  a  daughter  was  named 
after  her  father,  as  Chryseis,  daughter  of  Chryses;  and  a  son's  name 
was  often  an  enlarged  form  of  his  lather's,  as  Hieronymus,  son  of 
Hiero.  The  Romans ,  with  the  rise  of  their  civilization,  met  the  need 
for  hereditary  designations  by  inventing  a  complex  system  whereby 
every  patrician  took  several  names.  None  of  them,  however,  exactly 
corresponded  to  surnames  as  we  know  them,  for  the  "clan  name",  al¬ 
though  hereditary,  was  given  also  to  slaves  and  other  dependents. 

This  system  proved  to  be  but  a  temporary  innovation;  the  overthrow  of 
the  Western  Empire  by  barbarian  invaders  brought  about  its  end  and  a 
reversion  to  the  primitive  custom  of  a  single  name. 
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Tne  ancient  Scandinavians  and  for  the  most  part  the  Germans  had 
only  individual  name3,  and  there  were  no  family  names,  strictly  speak¬ 
ing',  among  the  Celts.  But  as  family  and  tribal  groups  grew  in  size, 
individual  names  became  inadequate  and  the  need  for  supplementary  des¬ 
ignations  began  to  bo  felt.  Among  the  first  employed  were  such  terms 
as  the  Hardy,  the  Stern,  the  Dreadful-in-Battle;  and  the  nations  of 
northern  Europe  soon  adopted  the  practice  of  adding  the  father's  name 
to  the  son's,  as  Oscar  son  of  Carnuth  and  Dermid  son  of  Duthno. 


True  surnames,  in  the  sense  of  hereditary  appellations,  date  in 
England  from  about  the  year  1000.  Largely  they  were  introduced  from 
Normandy,  although  there  are  records  of  Saxon  surnames  prior  to  the^ 
Norman  Conquest.  During  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor  (1042—1066/ 
there  were  Saxon  tenants  in  Suffolk  bearing  such  names  as  Suert  Magno, 
Stigand  Soror,  Siuward  Rufus,  and  Leuric  Kobbesun©  (Hobson);  and  the 
Domesday  record  of  1085— 1086,  which  exhibits  some  curious  combinations 
of  Saxon  forenames  with  Norman  family  names,  shows  surnames  in  still 
more  general  use.  By  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century  hereditary  names 
had  become  common  in  England.  But  even  by  1465  they  were  not  univer¬ 
sal.  During  the  reign  of  Edward  V  a  law  was  passed  to  compel  certain 
Irish  outlaws  to  adopt  surnames:  "They  shall  take  unto  them  a  Sur¬ 
name,  either  of  some  Town,  or  some  Colour,  as  Blacks  or  Brown,  or  some 
Art  or  Science,  as  Smyth  or  Carpenter,  or  some  Office,  as  Cooke  or 
Butler. "  And  as  late  as  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  a 
similar  decree  compelled  Jews  in  Germany  and  Austria  to  add  a  German 
surname  to  the  single  names  that  they  had  previously  used. 
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As  stated  above,  family  names  fall  into  four  general  classes 
according  to  their  origin.  One  of  these  classes  comprises  surnames 
derived  from  the  given  name  of  the  father.  Such  names  were  formed  by- 
adding  a  prefix  or  suffix  denoting  either  "son  of"  or  a  diminutive. 
English  names  terminating  in  son  (or  the  contraction  s) ,  ing,  and  kin 
are  of  this  type,  as  are  also  the  innumerable  names  prefixed  with  +  "~ 
Gaelic  Mac,  the  Norman  Fitz,  the  Irish  0,  and  the  Welsh  ap.  Thus 
sons  of  John  became  Johnsons;  the  sons  of  William,  Williamsons  or 
Wilsons;  the  sons  of  Richard,  Richardsons  or  R_chardc^es,  tne  sens 
Neill,  MacNeills;  the  sons  of  Herbert,  FitzHerberts;  the  sons  of 
Reilly,  O'Reillys;  and  the  sons  of  Thomas,  ap  Thomases  (ap  has  been 
dropped  from  many  names  of  which  it  was  formerly  a  part) .  There  are 
also  German,  Netherlandish,  Scandinavian,  and  other  European  surnames 
of  similar  formation,  such  as  the  Scandinavian  names  ending  in  sen. 

Another  class  of  surnames,  those  arising  from  some  bodily  or  per¬ 
sonal  characteristic  of  their  first  bearer,  apparenuly  gre#  cut  of 
what  were  in  the  first  instance  nicknames.  Thus  Peter  the  strong 
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bocane  Peter  Strong,  Roger  of  small  stature  became  Roger  Little  or 
r0?er  Small,  and  black-haired  William  or  blond  Alired  became  William 
Black  or  Alfred  White.  A  few  examples  of  names  of  this  type  are  ong. 
Short,  Hardy,  Wise,  Good,  Gladman,  Lover,  and  Youngman. 

A  third  class  of  family  names,  and  perhaps  the  largest  of  all, 
is  that  comprising  local  surnames— names  derived  from  and  ongina  y 
designatin'*  the  place  of  residence  of  the  bearer,  ouch  names  w^e 
employed  in  France  at  an  early  date  and  were  introduced  into  England 
by  the  Normans,  many  of  whom  were  known  Dy  the  titles  of  their  • 

The  surnames  adopted  by  the  nobility  were  chiefly  of  tnis  type,  be  g 

used  with  the  particles  de,  de  la,  or  del.  (meaning  "of’  or  "of  the  ). 

The  Saxon  equivalent  was  the  iori  atte  ("at  the"),  found  in  such  names 
as  John  atte  Brook,  Edmund  atte  Lar.e,  Godwin  atta  Brigg,  ana  Villi  a 
atte  Bourne.  A  vestige  of  this  usage  survives  in  the  names  Atwell. 
Atwood,  and  Atwater;  in  other  cases  the  Borman  de  substituted,  an 

in  still  others,  such  as  Wood,  Briggs,  and  Lane,  the  particle  was 
dropped.  The  surnames  of  some  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  illustrate  place, 
designations.  Winthrop,  for  instance,  moans  "of  the  ^lenaly  villas  . 
Endicott,  "an  end  cottage";  and  Bradford,  a  broad  ford  .  ‘“e  ®u 

fixes  "ford",  "ham”,  "ley”,  and  "tor,",  denoting  locality,  are  of  .re 

queut  occurrence  in  such  English  names  as  Ashford,  Bmgnam,  Bu.iey, 
and  Norton. 

Commencing  about  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor  a  fourth  class 
of  surnames  arose— names  derived  from  occupation.  The  eariies-  o. 
these  seem  to  have  been  official  names,  such  as  Bishop,  ..layer  Aj_ 
man.  Reeve,  Sheriff,  Chamberlain,  Chancellor,  Chaplain  Deacon  La. 
mer  (interpreter),  Marshall,  Sumner  (summoner)  and  Fa.aer  (park 
keeper).  Trade  and  craft  names,  although  of  the  same  general  ... 
were  a  slightly  later  development.  Currier  was  a  dresser  of  skins, 
Webster  a  weaver,  Wainwright  a  wagenbuilder,  and  Baxter  a  ba.  er. 
names  as  Smith,  Taylor,  Barber,  Shepherd.  Carter,  Mason,  and  Mill 
are  self-explanatory. 

Some  surnames  of  today  which  seem  to  defy  classification  or  ex¬ 
planation  are  corruptions  of  ancient  forms  that  have  become  disuis 
almost  beyond  recognition.  For  instance.  Troubxefield  was  origin 
Tuberville,  Wrinch  was  Renshaw.  Diggles  was  Douglas,  Sinnocks  and 
Snooks  were  Sevenoaks.  Barrowcliff  and  Borrycloth  were  Barraclough. 
and  Straw-bridge  was  Stourbridge.  Such  corruptions  °f  family  name. 
resul+ine  from  ignorance  of  spelling,  variations  in  pronunciation, 
mere^??om  the  preference  of  the  bearer,  tend  to  baffle  both  the  gen¬ 
ealogist  and  the  etymologist.  Shakespeare ’ s  name  is  ioun  ^  ~  . 
twenty-seven  different  forms,  and  the  majority  of  English  and  Anglo 
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American  surnames  have,  in  their  history,  appeared  in  four  to  a  dozen 
or  mere  variant  spellings. 

In  the  United  States  a  greater  variety  of  family  names  exists 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  Surnames  of  every  race  and  nation 
are  represented.  While  a  substantial  number  are  of  English,  Scotch, 
Irish,  Welsh,  and  western  European  origin,  brought  to  this  country  by 
scions  of  families  that  had  borne  these  names  for  generations  prior 
to  emigration,  many  others  have  come  from  central  and  southern  Europe 
and  the  Slavic  countries,  where  the  use  of  surnames  is  generally  a 
more  recently  established  practice.  Some  families  had  no  fixed  sur¬ 
name  until  after  their  arrival  in  America;  and  in  other  cases  emi¬ 
grants  from  continental  Europe  or  their  descendants  have  translated 
or  otherwise  modified  their  names.  These  factors  contribute  to  the 
difficulties  encountered  by  students  of  etymology  and  family  history. 

These  Americans  who  possess  old  and  honored  names — who  trace 
their  surnames  back  to  sturdy  immigrant  ancestors,  or  beyond,  across 
the  seas  and  into  the  mists  of  antiquity — may  be  rightfully  proud  of 
their  heritage.  While  the  name,  in  its  origin,  may  seem  ingenious, 
humble,  surprising,  or  matter-of-fact,  its  significance  today  lies  not 
in  a  literal  interpretation  of  its  initial  meaning  but  in  the  many 
things  that  have  happened  to  it  since  it  first  came  into  use.  In  the 
beginning  it  was  only  a  label  to  distinguish  one  John  from  his  neigh¬ 
bor  John  who  lived  across  the  field.  Eut  soon  it  established  itself 
as  part  of  the  bearer's  individuality;  and  as  it  passed  to  his  chil¬ 
dren,  his  children's  children,  and  their  children,  it  became  the  sym¬ 
bol  not  of  one  man  but  of  a  family  and  all  that  that  family  stood  for. 
Handed  down  from  generation  to  generation,  the  surname  grew  insepara¬ 
bly  associated  with  the  achievement,  the  tradition,  and  the  prestige 
of  the  family.  Like  the  coat  of  arms — that  vivid  symbolization  of  the 
name  which  warrior  ancestors  bore  in  battle — the  name  itself  has 
become  a  badge  of  family  honor.  It  has  become  the  "good  name"  to  be 
proud  of  and  to  protect  as  one's  most  treasured  possession.

On  page  216  we  see  where  Coil’s  Bay  is  called  Odell’s  Bay  in  the  L 

county  atlas,  Mrs.  Royce  says:  "this  name  being  sometimes  heard,  irom  L 

a  family  who  seem  to  have  lived  at  the  bay  in  early  times.  ^nat  b 

seems  to  have  been  before  1810.  On  page  318  under  the  proceedings  oi 
the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  1820  we  see  mention  of  Odle’s  Bay  and  Mr. 
Haacker  discovered  in  the  Essex  County  Records  in  1806  that  Robert  A. 

Odle  purchased  land  along  Lake  Champlain  in  the  Bessboro  Tract.  This 
would  make  it  on  Odell’s  Bay.  At  this  time  his  son  Robert  Ferris  Odell 
was  one  vear  old.  This  bay,  usually  called  Coil’s  Bay,  is  where  Jogue  s 
Island  is,  sometimes  called  Cherry  Island,  about  three  miles  south  of 
the  center  of  the  village. 

On  page  382,  1834,  is  the  first  mention  of  an  Odell  person:  R.S. 
Odell  was  one  of  a  committee  to  purchase  a  parsonage  for  the  Methodist 
minister.  ((This  is  without  doubt  our  Robert  Ferris  Odell,  the  letter 
"S"  in  old  days  being  written  the  same  as  "F",  in  fact  in  English  books 
more  recent  than  that  we  find  "double  a"  is  written  "ff,"  and  it  was  so 
pronounced.))  - 

On  page  528,  1861,  Lewis  Odell  is  One  of  those  who  enlisted  in^Co. 

A.  for  the  Civil  War.  On  page  547-4*  we  see  the  names  of  Mrs.  R.  Odell, 
Mrs.  William  Davis  and  Mrs.  Alvin  Davis  as  belonging  to  the  Ladies’ 
Soldier’s  Relief  Society.  ((The  latter  was  the  mother  of  Capt.  Charles 
Henry  Davis));  and  on  page  559,  R.  Remington,  who  represented  Jay  Cook 
of  Philadelphia,  the  J.  P.  Morgans  of  Civil  War  days,  as  having  bought 
some  mines,  among  them  the  Odell  iron  ore  bed. 

((That  is  all  and  very  meagre  it  is  but  we  must  not  blame  Mrs. 
Royce,  one  does  not  write  things  into  history  unless  there  is  someway 
of  finding  them  out.  (Right  now  things  are  being  left  out  of  this 
Genealogy  because  some  members  of  our  family  just  will  not  answer 
letters.)  The  Odell’s  were  very  retiring,  are  just  as  retiring  today, 
they  never  pushed  themselves  to  the  fore  like  the  author,  but  then  I 
am  one-half  a  different  kind  of  an  Odell  --  an  Odel,  and  most  of  tne 
time  they  lived  across  the  township  line  into  Elizabeth  Township,  m 

"the  Kingdom."))  . 

((In  this  connection  I  want  to  tell  Mrs.  Royce,  if  she  reads  this, 

that  John  Brown's  body  must  have  been  laid  in  state  or  at  least  in 
public  view  in  Westport  for  my  father  certainly  saw  it  and  he  surely 
was  not  one  to  put  even  one  foot  an  inch  forward  unseemingly.  I  bet 
a  month’s  pension  he  was  last  in  line.)) 

((THE  FERRISES,  from  whom  grandfather  got  his  middle  name,  his  F 
mother's  name,  are  mentioned  in  over  twenty- five  places,  at  first  E 

prominently;  later  mostly  at  Town  Meetings,  which  seem  to  have  been  R 

attended  by  all  who  wished  to  come  and  all  the  names  were  taken  down.  R 
They  held  small  offices,  thank  you  jobs,  such  as  Commissioner  of 
Highways;  also  called  Road  Masters,  rathmaster s  and  Fence  Viewers.  S 

The  latter  settled  disputes  as  to  property  lines.  Once  in  a  while  E 

one  popped  up  as  a  Poormaster,  probably  they  knew  about  the  poor.  S 

At  that  time  they  lived  near  Odell's  Bay  but  when  Pathmasters  were- 

in  the  opposite,  NW,  corner  of  the  township*) )

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((While  reading  this  keep  in  mind  that  the  whole  place  was  less  than 
ten  miles  square,  yet  Mrs.  Royce  wrote  a  very  interesting  book  about  it 
of  over  6C0  pages.  A  whole  nation  in  a  teapot.  It  is  so  interesting 
that  I  forgot  sometimes  that  I  was  looking  for  Odells  and  had  to  go 
back  several  papes  to  see  if  I  had  missed  any.  The  roads  they  had  to 
oversee  could  well  have  been  gone  over  any  morning  before  breakfast  and 
then  not  have  to  get  up  early;  and,  if  there  were  as  many  poor  as  there 
were  Pathmasters  then  I  am  sorry  for  the  Village  in  those  days,)) 

The  first  Ferris  spoken  of  lived  across  the  lake  in  Vermont,  at 
Arnold’s  Bay,  then  called  ’’Ferrises,"  in  1770.  There  John  Ferris 
entertained  Benjamin  Franklin  and  a  Commission  sent  to  Quebec  to  try  to 
influence  Canada  to  join  the  Colonies  in  the  Revolution.  This  was  on 
the  24th  of  April,  1777.  In  1787  they  lived  in  a  log  house  on  Coil's 
(Odell's)  Bay,  page  199. 

"in  1820  Judge  Hatch  married  Lydia  E,  Clark,  and  later  in  life  he 
married  a  third  time,  Maria,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Sarah  Ferris*  he  died 
in  1856  aged  88  and  his  wife  survived  him  by  twelve  years.  Of  members 
of  the  Baptist  Church  prior  to  1812  was  Squire  Ferris.  The  pilot  of  the 
lake  steamship  ’’Vermont”"  in  1808  was  Hiram  Ferris  of  Panton.  Page  223, 
in  a  Genealogical  Table  of  Diadorus  Holcomb  we  find  ”9  Henry  Harrison 
Holcomb  married  Amelia  daughter  of  Darius  Ferris.  He  was  the  last  Sur¬ 
vivor  of  his  family,  dying  in  1902,  aged  86."  Among  those  soldiers 
graves  decorated  on  Decoration  Day  was  Darius  Ferris,  from  a  list  made 
by  the  G.A.R.,  page  289. 

In  the  first  Town  Meeting  of  "Westport,  in  April,  1815,  we  find 
John  Ferris,  list  of  Methodists  of  1816,  John  Ferris,  305. 

In  January,  1821,  John  Ferris  took  the  oath  aS  Mail  Carrier.  ”Fe 
lived  at  the  turn  of  the  road  as  you  go  down  to  the  ferry  at  Barber's 
Point ((maybe  the  same  house  mentioned  before  as  near  Coil's  Bay)),  and 
brought  the  mail  across  the  ferry  from  Vergennes ,  Vermont,  322.  A.t 
Town  Meeting  of  1822  he  lived  in  that  house.  ((Some  of  our  people  who 
have  a  car  could  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  vacation  by  taking  a  trip 
up  there  and  checking  up  on  these  points.)) 

1636.  Page  386.  Mary  Ann  Ferris  in  ’Westport  Academy,  also  Parmelia 
Finny . 

1843.  ((ROBERT  FERRIS  ODELL  MARRIED  ROXY  ANN  HANCH5T . ) ) 

In  1852  and  '55  Peter  Ferris  was  a  Poor  Master  and  in  '53  John 
Ferris  also,  had  an  office  as  Pathmaster .  ((Poor  Master  and  PatLmaster 
are  just  as  mysterious  to  me  as  Bedroom  and  Dining  Room.))  In  1855 
John  Ferris  and  his  son  Peter  Ferris  were  in  a  boat  accident  in  which 
two  brothers  named  'Webster,  relatives  of  theirs  from  Montreal,  were 
drowned.  This  is  the  only  mention  of  descent  in  this  numerous  family 
to  be  found  in  the  book,  except  that  on  page  219,  where  we  read:  "John 
Ferris  must  have  been  the  father  of  Peter  Ferris,  often  called  'John 
Ferris,  Jr.,'  to  distinguish  him  from  his  father,  John  A.  Ferris."  et 
seq.  ((This  was  in  1811,  and  not  the  John  and  Peter  mentioned  above 
who  were  in  the  boat  accident  in  1855));  and  on  210,  "the  pilot  Hiram 
Ferris  of  Panton, --a  descendant  of  that  Ferris  who  entertained  Benjamin 
Franklin  in  the  spring  of  1776."  In  1657,  '58,  '59  he,  Feter,  was  Poor 
Master  and  in  1859  a  Julius  Ferris  was  Pathmaster,  in  1861  Peter  was 
again  appointed  Poor  Master  to  take  the  place  of  Reuel  Arnold  who  went 
to  the  Civil  "War  as  Captain  of  Co.  A.  of  the  77th.  During  the  war  he 
vras  honorary  member  of  the  Ladies'  Soldiers'  Aid  and  "ferried  their 
packages  across  the  lake  free  of  charge;"  ((so,  he  must  have  owned 
the  ferry,))  page  549, 

1649.  1859.  ((EDITH  AND  HATTIE  ODELL  BORN.)) 

In  1867  John  Ferris  was  Pathmaster,  and  finally,  in  1968,  Julius 
Ferris  was  Pathmaster  of  Road  District  24,  "from  the  bridge  of  Erainard's 
Forge  to  the  tow.  line  near  Clela.nds  and  from  Lee  Proutys  across  to 
I.  Johnsons."  ((He  could  probably  "view"  ail  his  reads  from  his  kitchen 
window;  but  as  to  paths  that  is  quite  a  different  matter,  probably 
followed  the  cows  around.))  /' 
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That  is  all  of  the  Ferrises,  not  a  word  of  Parmelia  Ferris  or 
Permelia  or  Pamelia,  or  which  was  her  father  or  grandfather,  etc, 
for  further  the  book  sayeth  not.

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THE  LOBDELLS  get  much  more  attention  in  "Bessboro"  than  the  Odells 
and  Ferrises  put  together  yet  they  have  no  Pedigree  Sketch  or  short 
Genealogy  as  many  other  families  have. 

1798.  "Sylvanus  Lobdell  was  first  Clerk  of  the  new  town  of 
Elizabethtown,  elected;  end  was  probably  father  of  Boynton  and  Capt. 
John  Lobdell.  Boynton  Lobdell  lived  for  some  time  in  Northwest  Bay 
and  was  first  Clerk  of  the  new  town  of  Westport,  1815.  John  Lobdell 
was  at  that  time  made  Inspector  of  Schools  &  Commissioner  of  Highways.

((1806.  HARRIET  LOBDELL  WAS  BORN.  She  could  have  been  the  child  of, 
or  grandchild  of,  Sylvanus  but  our  record  says  Levi  and  there  is  no 
record  of  him,  or  his  wife  Rachael  Toucey,  in  ”Bes shore .") )

Page  303,  lobdells  were  in  four  places  on  one  page.

Boughton  Lobdell  was  Town  Clerk, 

1818.  The  same  also  each  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

1819.  John  only  mentioned,  1820.  Odle's  Bay.  1821.  John  Lobdell. 

1822.  John  and  Boughton;  tage  327,  Lucy  Bostwick  (Chesire,  England, 
stock,  of  1668),  married  Herbert  L.  Cady;  children:  Frances,  Charles, 
Georgia . 

1824.  John.  1825.  John,  Supervisor  and  Poor  Master;  rage  342, 
sold  land  to  Barnabas  Myrick  and  Ira  Henderson.  1826.  John  was  Poor 
Master  and  Fence  Viewer;  ((Roxy  Ann  Hanchet  was  born.))  1927.  John, 

Poor  Master  and  Overseer  of  Highways. 

((1828.  ROBERT  FERRIS  ODELL  MARRIED  HARRIET  LOBDELL.))  Items  in 
double  Parenthesis  are  my  own,  not  in  the  book.  H.A.O,  John  and  Abraham 
Greely,  relatives  of  Horace  Greely  lived  here.  ((Other  editors  who  had 
homes  along  Lake  Champlain  are  Munsey  and  Pulitzer.))  Blue  china  was  in 
vogue,  short  skirts,  extreme  low  necks  caused  many  deaths  from  consumption, 
women's  bonnets  were  reblocked  into  style  every  two  years.  One  such 
Leghorn  hat  was  worn  for  ten  years. 

1830.  John  Lobdell.  1831.  Jonathan  Cady.  .((1833,  LEVI  ODELL  BORN)), 
Jonathan  Cady,  Pathmaster. 

Page  454,  Capt.  John  Lobdell  owned  forge  built  by  Jonas  Morgan,  after 
Vfar,  1812,  sawmill  also;  was  site  of  Meigsville.

From  here  on  we  take  up  the  Civil  War,  with  Capt.  Chas.  H.  Davis, 

Darius  Orcutt,  Lewis  Odell,  Levi  Odell  and  Alexander  Eugene  Odell  taking  part. 

((CAPTAIN  CHARLES  HENRY  DAVIS,  who  married  Euretta  Roselthy  Odell 
v/as  our  best  known  hero  in  the  Civil  War,  with  Levi  Lobdell  Odell, 
also  entitled  to  be  a  captain  but  refusing  the  position,  according  to 
his  son  Harlan  Bird  Odell;  Darius  Orcutt  served  through  the  war  and  was 
at  the  Battle  of  Shiloh  or  Pittsburg  Landing,  1862;  Harlan  Bird  Odell 
says:  "He  died  in  the  eighteen-eightys ;  I  recall  father  going  to  Chicago 
to  be  with  her  during  the  obsequy  and  I  believe  he  sleeps  in  a  Chicago 
cemetery."  His  wife  (Elizabeth  Ann  Odell)  died  in  Newark  in  1918 — 

Jean  Ingelow  Odell,  I.  Alexander  Eugene  Odell's  discharge  is  to  be  found 
in  photostat  on  another  page;  the  record  of  Levi  Lobdell,  as  given  by 
Robert  A.  Gipple,  has  already  been  published  and  so  must  stand  though  dis¬ 
puted  by  his  son,  the  best  authority.  Darius  Orcutt  (Dari)  died  in  1885, 
J.I.0.,1.  )) 

I860,  page  496  Alvin  Davis  conducted  a  hardware  store  in  Westport, 
page  507-8,  Westport  paid  a  reenlistment  bounty  of  $300  each  to  six 
men,  one  of  them  Capt.  Charley  Davis.  ((Now  some  pseudo  patriot  who 
is  more  interested  in  saving  some  millionaire  income  tax  than  in  sav¬ 
ing  the  country  is  going  to  squack  "boughten  Patriotism."  This  $300 
at  that  time  probably  barely  paid  his  expenses  back  to  good  health  and 
the  battle  field,  leaving  nothing  for  his  dependents,  1864.  It  was 
little  enough,  considering  Capt.  Davis  heroism  and  the  honor  they  had 
brought  to  his  home  town;  but  some  people  would  probably  have  had  him 
walk  back  and  beg  his  living  by  the  wav.)) 

513,  Co.  A.  77th  N.Y.Iuf.  Uncle  Lewis  regiment;  514-15,  1862, 
marched  in  mud,  rain,  sleet  and  snow;  516,  May  6,  Battle  of  'Williamsburg, 
Siege  of  Richmond,  Seven  Days  Battle  (or  retreat);  Aug .  29,  Second 
Battle  Bull  Run;  Sept.  14,  Battle  South  Mountain,  17,000  killed  and 
wounded,  Fredericksburg,  Mayre's  Heights,  captured  the  whole  18th 
Mississippi  Regt .  Col.  Luce,  Colors  and  all;  laid  pontoon  bridges  across 
Rappohanock  under  fire.  ((Corp.  Lewis  Odell  sent  home,  Dec.  10.  186<-, 
disability.));  July  3,  1863,  three  Westport  men  lying  down  in  a  row, 
each  named  James,  a  cannon  ball  came  along  and  since  each  had  one  leg 
raised,  each  lost  a  leg,  Gettysburg,  July  12,  Fort  Stevens. 
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523,  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  Shei’idan's  Ride.

Sorel  Fountain,  8  killed  In  battle,  14  died  of 
disease  and  starvation,  some  in  army  prisons'.’  22  lie  in  southern  soil, 
remainder  invalidated  home. 

526.  "Capt.  Chas.  H,  Davis.  Went  out  as  a  corporal,  although  only 
seventeen,  and  was  promoted  2nd  Lieutenant  Oct.  16,  1864,  1st  Lieutenant 
of  Company  E,  Nov.  15,  1854,  and  Captain  April  25.,  1865.  He  is  the  son 

of  Alvin  Davis."  ((All  this  is  much  better  told  in  the  photostat  of 
Uncle  Charley  Davis  and  Aunt  Euretta.)) 

527.  Patrick  Henry’s  birthplace,  near  Richmond,  called  Liberty  Hall, 
was  turned  into  a  hospital.  Lewis  Odell  was  among  those  wounded  or  sick 
in  this  hospital,  he  was  invalidated  home.  Capt.  Reuel  Y/.  Arnold  also 
returned  home  about  this  time,  1862. 

On  page  513,  Mrs.  Rovce  says:  "This  regiment  was  called  'the  77th* 
or  ’Bemis  Heights  Battalion'  in  allusion  to  the  Surrender  of  Bourgoyne  at 
Saratoga  in  1777.  In  actual  numerical  order  it  stood  somewhere  in  the 
forties . "

Mother-  Newark,  Jan.  9th  /06. 

Nearly  one  year  has  passed  since  I  visited  you.  Now  I  am  going 
you  about  my  trip  to  the  Adirondacks,  Jerome  Lobdell  met  me  ar^l 
home  with  him.  1  found  many  changes  along  the  plank  road  -  the  R.R. 
stands  where  the  toll  gate  used  to  be  and  there  is  lots  of  heavy 
timber  along  the  road  by  the  farm  where  I  did  my  last  work,  there  and  all 
along  the  way  to  the  Red  Schoolhouse  -  there  I  found  they  had  painted  it 
white;  but  the  big  rock  was  there.  The  timber  between  Green  Hill  and  Raven 
Hill  is  very  heavy  and  valuable,  mostly  Fine  -  after  you  strike  the  Asgood 
Farm  the  cottages  or  city  people  are  planted  on  both  sides  of  the  road. 

Elizabethtown  is  a  pretty  village.  The  change  from  there  to  Lob- 
dell's  Farm  is  not  much,  except  the  many  cottages  on  the  plains.  Jerome  has 
five  children}  four  boys  and  one  girl.  Two  of  the  boys  live  at  home,  the 
other  two  at  Rice’s  Mills  and  do  a  building  business.  The  daughter  married 
a  son  of  Martin  Vaughn  and  live  on  Leonard  ’Yane  Farm.  They  did  everything 
to  make  it  pleasant  for  me. 

One  day  Jerore  took  Max  and  I  to  the  Kingdom.  Y»e  drove  through 
New  Russia.  There  is  one  house  standing  there.  All  the  rest  ruins  and  such 
timber  all  the  way  up  the  hill.  The  first  house  was  the  Old  Y.alcott  House. 
There  was  a  family  living  there,  house  not  changed.  Heavy  Fine  timber 
everywhere.  The  house  on  the  Hatch  lot  is  gone  and  everywhere  a  forest  - 
the  Willard  Simonds  place  we  found  the  apple  trees  growing  in  the  woods, 
some  of  them  loaded  with  fruit.  I  couldn't  find  the  ore  bed,  the  timber 
was  so  thick  and  the  heavy  growth  of  underbrush. 

At  the  Kingdom  one  might  hunt  a  long  time  to  find  evidence  that 
anyone  had  ever  lived  there,  but  I  knew  where  to  look.  I  found  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  house  where  I  started  from;  and  then  the  old  forge.  I  found 
the  anvil  block  and  near  it  a  Birch  tree  12  inches  in  diameter,  but  the 
Alder  brush  was  so  thick  that  one  can  hardly  get  through  it.  Within  the 
last  year  the  dam  at  this  place  has  been  built  up  and  they  carry  the  water 
down  the  river  to  the  Josh  Smith  Mill  and  there  make  electricity  to  run 
the  ore  beds  at  Moriah,  carrying  it  over  the  mountains  vie  Nickel's  Pond* 
One  family  lives  at  the  Smith  Mill  -  heavy  timber  down  from  here  to  our 
old  place  where  the  forge  stood,  there  is  a  clearing  about  10  acres  -  and 
from  the  river  back  over  the  Storrs  lot  and  Smith  lot,  all  a  wilderness, 

A  son  of  Ira  Daniels  owns  this  place  (except  the  minerals).  On  the  second 
flat  from  the  river  he  has  a  Sugar  Camp  of  five  thousand  trees,  where  we 
used  to  cut  hay  at  one  time  and  pick  blackberries

at  Meig's  Forge.  The  school  house  hasn't  grown  ary, 
that  we  used  to  get  60to  70  scholars  in  the  small  place,  but  it  is  as  much 
too  large  now  as  was  too  small  then.  I  found  Elias  Storrs  living  in  the 
house  that  Uncle  Theron  built  across  the  river  from  the  old  red  house 
of  John  Lobdell.  He  tells  me  that  there  are  seven  children  in  the  district 
that  draw  public  money  but  not  near  that  mary  attending  school.  The  next- 
habitation  is  Ira  Daniel's  place.  I  found  Mary  Ann  living  there,  (The 
place  is  in  good  condition.),  with  her  son  Elbert  who  married  Caroline 
Stringham’s  only  daughter!  Mary  Ann  looked  neat  and  sweet,  but  she  had  cried 
up  to  nothing.  She  says  she  remembered  me  but  I  don't  think  she  did, 

I  visited  Black  River  burying  ground  two  or  three  times,  found  my 
mother's  grave  and  .Austin's,  the  grave  cf  your  father  and  two  brothers  and 
mary  others.  On  the  whole  I  am  glad  I  made  the  trip  but  it  was  like  going 
to  a  funeral  all  the  time.  I  visited  Elbert  Kanchet ,  his  wife  is  dead  and 
he  is  living  with  his  wife's  youngest  sister  Electa.

dead  about  a  year.  He  was  sick  a  long  tine  and  Elbert  carried  cn  tne  i  erm

In  the  town  of  Greenburgh.  near 
Dobb's  Ferry,  and  contiguous  to  the 
river,  is  the  old  Hamilton  estate,  for¬ 
merly  owned  by  James  A.,  son  of  Hon. 
Alexander  Hamilton,  which  contained 
many  valuable  family  relics,  among 
others,  an  original  painting  of  Wash¬ 
ington  by  Stewart.  This  property  for¬ 
merly  belonged  to  the  Odell  family. 
Bolton  says:  "Jonathan  Odell,  father  of 
the  distinguished,  ("ol.  John  Odell,  was 
residing  here  in  the  autumn  of  1776.

'G.DELL  GENEALOGY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  CANADA

1HE  MOTTO  on  the  Coat  of*  Arms  is  "Fac  et  Opera, "  Do  and  Hope.  The 
crescents  signify;  Watchman  of  the  world.  They  are  Gules-Red,  which  means 
Com  age  and  \falo r.  The  Crescent  is  called  a  half  moon  and  when  turned 

up  it  means  *  increasing  greatness  and  power,  as  the  new  moon  increases 
every  night. 

The  chanticleer  (rooster)  stands  for  noble  courage,  ready  for  battle 
watchfulness ,  heroism,  herald  of  the  morn,  a  daybreak  of  prosperity  for  ' 
tne  name,  or  for  the  Odells  themselves.  --Pool  /pages  3  9, 

-alice  Earle,  nee  Morse,  1353-iSll,  "Stage  Coach  and  Tandem  Days." 

((Note;  While  Mrs.  Pool  gives  the  same  Coat  of  Arms,  as  we  do, 
in  her  book,  the  description  given  here  applies  to  that  given 
by  Rufus  King  in  his  chart.  The  bird  on  our  Escutcheon  is 
nQt  a  rooster  but  an  eagle  displayed.)) 

In  Sk5  B.C.  the  Odells  started  from  their  town  in  Phoenicia,  on  the 
eastern  border  of  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  named  Odellum,  or  Odellam  in  the 
Hebrew,  which  translated  means  a  dell  or  small  valley  with  a  stream  in  it. 

((I  don't  seem  to  be  able  to  get  the  stream  by  word  analysis 
unless  the  language  at  that  time  presupposed  a  stream  to  be 

in  every  valley,  or  rather  that  the  word  valley  included  a 
stream. ) ) 


who  at  that 


Odellum  had  come  to  be  a  trading  station  of  the  Phoeni^-.^, 
time^ were  becoming  the  chief  maritime  nation  of  the  world  and"spreading 
out  into  the  great  nation  which  later  established  Carthage.  The  family 
journeyed  to  the  west  coast  of  the  Black  3ea,  to  the  Baltic,  in  which" is 
now  northern  Prussia,  thence  to  Holland  and  the  England  in  the  time  of 
Queen  Mary.  (This  is  disputed  by  another  account,  which  says;) 

The  first  Odell  was  Walter  Flandrensis,  brother  of  Matilda,  of  Flanders 
wife  of  William  the  Conqueror,  and  came  with  him  to  England  in  1066,  (He 
must  have  visited  there  before  that  time  because  there 'is  some  account  of 
his  having  reported  from  there,  before  the  conquest).  In  1086  the  Co--  * 
queror  made  him  the  First  Baron  of  Odell.  (in  the  caption  under  the 
picture  of  the  Odell  Castle  Mrs.  Pool  puts  it  at  1066.)  The  Barony  was 
located  in  Buck,  England,  the  county  seat  of  which  was  Wahull  or  Woodhull 
(wood-hill)  and  his  descendants  were  called  Barons  of  Odell  and  were  re¬ 
lated  closely  to  William  the  Norman,  Alfred  the  Great,  Edward  II  and 
Henry  VIII. 

Still  another  account  says  Odell  was  made  head  of  this  Barony,  (which 
was  at  Odell,  Bedfordshire,  about  60  miles  northwest  of  London,  England*" 
where  Odell  church  and  Odell  castle  still  remain)  because  of  distinguished 
Military  service  in  the  Conquest. 

Blood  Mary’,  1553-1553,  confiscated  their  estates  and  drove  them  from 
the  country,  (Probably  they  had  been  of  the  party  which  espoused  the  claim 
to  the  crown  of  Lady  Jane  Grey  who  was  Queen  from  July  10  to  July  19  lrc.5 
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and  who  with  her  husband,  was  promptly  beheaded,  when  Mary  became  Queen.) 
Many  Odells  changed  their  name  for  protection  and  some  were  compelled  to 
flee  to  other  lands,  many  migrating  to  Ireland/  however  there  is  no 
historical  authority  for  spelling  the  name,-  "O’Dell'',  (English  protestants 
fled  to  Ireland  to  escape  the  Marian  Persecution."  Ency.  Eritannica, 

9th  Ed.  P.  263  Vol.  XIII. 

These  varying  accounts  may  be  reconciled  if  we  remember  that  frequently 
people  who  have  names  signifying  some  particular  thing  or  place  are 
popularly  believed  to  get  their  name  from  that  fact,  which  is  absolutely 
not  the  case.  An  instance  is. the  case  of  Joseph  Wilder,  who  lives  on  top 
of  the  ridge  of  mountains  west  of  Los  Gatos,  California.  He  is  supposed 
to  get  his  name  from  the  wild  place  where  he  lives.  The  fact  is  the 
Wilder  family  was  in  existence  centuries  before  any  of  them  ever  thought 
of  going  to  California, 

Probably  Walter  Flandrensis  was  originally  named  Odell.  Flandrensis 
being  substituted  when  the  family  first  became  powerful,  as  most  royalty 
drop  their  names  when  crowned  and  other  people  when  made  Counts  or  Lords. 

It  is  easy  to  see  how  an  unlettered  priest  could  mispronounce  the  name 
Odell  as  Wodell  and  how  the  Bishop,  when  he  came  to  copy  the  records,  when 
the  state  took  the  originals  away  from  the  church,  should  try  to  give  some 
sense  to  the  spelling  and  write  it  Woodhill,  giving  it  a  local  meaning. 
Eventually  it  cane  back  to  its  proper  spelling  and  pronunciation  when  some 
better  educated  person  found  the  name  of  so  many  of  the  people  was  the 
same  as  that  of  the  town,  Odell. 

Flandrensis  being  originally  an  Odell,  renamed  Flandrensis  because 
of  his  being  created  Count  of  Flanders,  and  his  sister,  William  the 
Conqueror's  w'ife  being  Matilda  of  Flanders,  what  was  more  natural  than  for 
the  Norman  to  confer  honor  on  his  wife  and  brother-in-law,  to  honor  the 
name  Odell,  the  old  family  name  that  they  traced  way  back  to  King  Friam 
in  1200  B.C.,  and  make  Walter  Flandrensis  the  First  Baron  of  Odell,  and 
considering  an  Er.glish  Baron  above  a  Femish  Count  he  dropped  the  former, 
therefore  was  the  last  Count  of  Flanders.  There  are  no  Counts  in  England. 

We  can  readily  see  how  they  could  be  related  to  Edward  II  and 
Henry  VIII,  but  if  related  to  Alfred  they  must  have  been  in  England  some 
200  years  before  the  Conqueror's  time,  or  related  to  Alfred  outside  of 
England,  for  Alfred  reigned  871  to  901  A.D.  History  says  they  were  closel-1' 
related  to  all  four  of  these  Kings. 

A  relative  of  Baron  Odell  was  among  those  who  compelled  King  John  to 
sign  the  Magna  Charta,  June  15,  1215,  They  were  noted  for  their  religion 
and  help  in  establishing  the  Church  of  England  and  built  many  small 
chapels.  There  is  no  way  in  which  specific  descendancy  can  be  established 
with  Walter  Flandrensis  except  the  general  one  of  the  Barony's  succession. 

((l  do  not  agree  with  Mrs.  Pool  in  this  regard.  The  descendancy 
of  Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley,  an  Odell  from  the  female  side  is  very- 
clear  back  to  Flandrensis  and  there  is  a  mine  of  records  as 
yet  unresearched . ) ) 

((Probably  all  the  Odells  now  alive  in  America  sprang  from  this 
family,  though  direct  descent  has  not  yet  been  established. 

This  is  because  Americans  have  been  so  careless  in  these  matters. 

For  many  centuries,  during  the  pioneering  times  no  records  were 
kept,  and  those  which  were  kept  in  New  York  and  some  other 
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eastern  states  wore  wantonly  destroyed,  whole  sheaves  of  pages  torn  out 
or  mutilated,  through  jealousy  on  the  part  of  other  nationalities  coming 
into  political  power  and  being  envious  of  these  fine  old  families  who 
first  made  the  United  States  what  it  is  today--Also,  alas,  the  writer  is 
constrained  to  remark,  some  of  the  families  who  claim  to  have  established 
direct  descent,  seem  to  be  jealous  of  others  not  so  fortunate.  I  would 
not  care  to  state  who  has  written  me  in  this  strain  but  T  am  determined 
to  correct  these  things  as  far  as  it  is  in  my  power  so  to  do,  as  long  as 
I  can  wield  a  pen  or  engage  in  Genealogical  research.  Many  other  Odells 
could  help  me  if  they  would.))  -H.A.0

RANK  OF  BRITISH  PEERAGE,  excepting  Court  Attaches,  etc.: 

Royalty,  Dukes,  Marquises,  Earls,  Viscounts,  Bishops,  Barons, 
Baronets,  Knights,  Esquires,  Gentlemen.  This  is  modern  usage,  doubtless 
when  the  Odells  were  made  Barons  that  title  took  a  higher  rank  than  now. 
The  Odell  Coat-of-Arms  bears  as  a  cre3t  a  Ducal  crown,  Dukes  were  rela¬ 
tives  of  Royalty  and  Odells  sprang  from  the  brother  of  the  wife  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  so  they  must  have  had  the  highest  rank  then  known, 
and  they  would  not  have  given  up  the  rank  of  Count  of  Flanders  to  take  a 
lower  place  in  English  rank.  There  are  no  counts  in  England,  In  France, 
Spain,  Portugal  and  Italy  Counts  were  of  the  same  rank  as  an  Earl  in 
England.

Cousins  Three,  Four  and  more  times  removed  and  Second,  Third,  etc. 
of  different  Degrees  of  Consanguinity,  or  Affinity, 

Some  states  have  laws  regulating  the  Degrees  of  Consanguinity  or  Affinity, 
in  others  the  courts  have  set  up  rulings.  There  is  no  universal 
law  on  the  subject. 

Consanguinity  means  blood  relationship,  Affinity  is  the  term  applied  to 
marriage  relations. 

The  variance  of  the  laws  and  rulings  on  this  subject  i3  so  great  that 

when  the  Social  Security  Act  was  passed  there  was  a  clause  incorpora¬ 
ted  definitely  specifying  who  should  benefit  where  the  original 
beneficiary  was  deceased,  and  even  here  the  law  finally  reverts  to 
the  Estate,  which  may  be  anything  according  to  where  the  court  is 
located. 


WHAT  IS  LIMBO? 

In  genealogy  '’limbo5'  is  an  indefinite  date  similar  to  its  use  in 
theology,  except  that  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  heaven  or  hell,  and  is 
much  more  recent.  After  William  the  Conqueror’s  time  the  English  began 
to  consider  the  matter  of  keeping  records  of  important  events,  especially 
matters  of  heraldry  or  descent.  It  was  necessary  to  have  a  starting  place 
and  that  was  called  '’limbo’’ .  It  was  sometime  in  the  11th  or  12th  centur¬ 
ies.  Where  a  sequence  of  dates  says?  "beginning  with  limbo",  it  simply 
means  that  point  bevond  which  no  dates  ware  kept  or  could  be  found.  This 
might  be  one  date  with  one  family,  another  date  with  some  other  family.

It  helps 
to  confirm  the  authenticity  of  my  work. 

Please  read  your  name  in  all  these  lists  very  carefully,  also  any  other 
names  that  you  know  about  in  the  same  manner.  If  your  name  or  marriage  is 
left  out,  or  you  are  dead  and  it  is  not  recorded  in  the  CHRONOLOGICAL  INDEX 
do  not  become  angry  with  me  about  it.  It  is  because  I  have  no  da to  for  the 
same,  being  chronological  it  contains  only  those  names  where  dates  have  been 

sent  in.  It  may  be  not  your  fault  either,  some  of  the  names  of  children  being 

sent  in  by  their  aunts  and  I  do  not  have  the  parent's  addresses. 

L&1SO  make  mistakes,  plenty  of  them.  Don't  be  bashful  about  telling  me 
of  them.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  this  Preliminary  Report  is  being 
sent  out  in  advance,  that  and  the  fact  that  the  book  has  grown  to  such  pro¬ 
portions  and  my  health  being  not  so  good  I  will  feel  better  to  know  that 
everybody  has  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  now,  in  a  condensed  form, 
of  course.  At  least  my  work  will  not  have  been  all  in  vain  and  I  will  feel 

better  to  know  that  has  been  done.  I  am  retiring  from  my  other  work  and  will 

continue  on  the  Complete  Genealogy  with  more  vigor.  The  only  thing  discount¬ 
ing  is  the  fact  that  some  are  a  bit  slow  about  answering  letters  and  so  far 
I  have  nothing  from  the  Orcutts,  somebody  should  know  more  about  them,  who¬ 
ever  sent  in  the  time  of  Eliza  Ann  Odell's  death  might  know;  Uncle  Austin 

died,  the  second  Austin,  and  his  wife  Aunt  Lilo  married  a  man  named  J.  Worse 

and  moved  to  Stuart,  Iowa.  VThaiever  become  of  the  three  boys;  Milo,  Charles 
and  Henry  Gdell  we  have  no  record.  Perhaps  some  of  you  might  write  to  the 
Methodist  preachers  in  Cedar  Falls  and  Stuart  and  see  if  they  transferred 
and  thus  get  a  line  on  them.  The  present  Minister  in  Cedar  Falls  is  Rev.  Earl 
A.  Baker,  804  Washington  Street,  i  will  write  him  but  I  am  so  far  behind  it 
may  be  three  months  before  I  can  do  it.  I  have  over  thirty  letters  unanswered 
nov;,  so  if  someone  would  do  this  for  me  it  might  advance  the  work  that  much. 

On  the  Other  Hand  I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  the  Lobdell  branch  of 

the  family  is  now  complete.  I  have  received  pedigrees  from  Hess  Clark  Cdell 
with  six  people;  Harlan  Bird  Odell  with  eleven  persons  and  Miss  Jean  Ingelow 
Odell, I,  sends  in  the  Newark  Odells  with  twenty- seven  names,  all  of  which 
appear  on  the  Preliminary  Genealogy  enclosed. 

SPELLING  OF  NAMES  —  MIDDLE  NAMES 

If  someone  has  changed  the  spelling  of  their  name  that  is  their  business. 

I  think  Mae  looks  prettier  than  May,  Maude  than  Maud.  The  new  name  gees  in 
the  book,  (with  the  old  one  if  requested);  but  don't  try  to  change  somebody 
else's  name  to  fit  your  spelling. 

The  best  authority  for  the  spelling  of  anyone's  name  is  that  person 
themselves;  of  young  children  their  mothers  and  grandmothers;  Old  Bible  records, 
wills,  deeds,  letters,  war  papers  and  other  official  documents  -  for  persons 
long  dead.  Our  great  progenitor  Grandpa  Robert  Ferris  Odell,  in  his  Bible 
and  letters  and  a  family  pedigree  he  wrote,  never  signed  his  middle  name  in 
full  and  I  was  not  able  to  get  his  signature  to  put  under  his  full  page  pic¬ 
ture,  in  the  frontispiece,  except  with  just  an  "F"  in  the  middle.

Of  course  Ferris  stood  for  Grandpa's  Mother's  name.  The  whole  family 
has  boon  very  careful  in  this  regard,  middle  names  always  meant  something  to 
them?-  Grandpa  wrote  it  Urotta  in  his  Bible,  but  Euretta  in  a  pedigree  ho 
wrote  for  Judge  Robert  Adelbert  Odell  about  1858  and  the  Judge  in  a  similar 
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pedigree  many  years  later  wrote  it  Euretta.  (Facsimiles  of  both  these  paners 
are  being  reproduced  for  the  took).  Bus  nan »  Euretta  is  the  slender  thread 
that  bind 3  us  to  tne  Odells  that  came  to  Concord,  Mass#  in  1635#  There  were 
three  Eurettas  in  their  descendants  that  lived  around  or  near  Westport,  N.Y. 
just  before  Aunt  Euretta  was  born  and  the  name  is  not  common.  I  have  searched 
diligently  and  will  never  give  up  until  I  have  made  this  point  sure.  Perhaps 
one  of  you  holds  the  key.  Please  let  me  know  if  so  and  relieve  my  mind  of  this 
burden.  The  name  is  scarce  and  Grandpa  was  a  stickler  for  such  things.  Mr. 
Hoacker,  whoso  wife  is  an  Cdeil,  spends  his  vacations  motoring  around  New  York 
and  adjoining  states  looking  up  county  records  and  he  is  a  great  help. 

If  you  wore  christened  Henry  and  want  to  call  yourself  Henri  it  is  per¬ 
fectly  ail  right  with  me,  but  God  help  the  man  who  tries  to  change  my  name 
to  Harris.  But  if  you  were  christened  Henry  and  your  name  is  Henry  in  any 
Bible  or  01  ficial  record  you  better  be  careful.  Someday  you  or  your  child 
might  lose  some  property  because  of  such  confusion  of  names.  In  any  event, 
don't  try  to  change  the  name  of  your  grandfather  or  uncle  from  Henry  to  Henri. 
His  name  must  not  be  fooled  with.  It  has  been  recorded  here,  in  the  family 
Bible,  on  other  official  documents  or  records,  perhaps  signed  to  deeds,  I 
hope  not  to  mortgages,  etc. ;  or  it  may  be  engraved  on  more  permanent  marble 
tocmbstones.  You  may  let  some  future  genealogist  in  for  a  headache  when  he 
comes  to  photographing  them.  LET  IT  ALONE. 

In  looking  over  Our  List  I  find  many  pretty  names,  in  fact  most  are  so, 
people  who  have  helped  me  in  a  secretarial  way  have  remarked  about  it. 
Ambrozine,  Euretta,  Bonnigene,  Elmina,  Leslie,  Patricia,  fiilma  Effie, 

Carol  Ann,  LaVcnne  Jacqueline,  Ethel  Mae  and  Aletha  Maude,  Lynne  Joy,  Diane, 
Dale  Glenn  Wallace  Jerry  appeal  to  me.  Velma  Salina  3a rends  is  nice  to  hear, 

I  bet  she  is  nice  to  look  at  too. 

As  a  small  boy  I  was  greatly  taken  with  the  name  Della  Odell.  I  loved 
her  and  her  name.  The  couplet  was  only  completed  when  she  married  Uncle  Alex. 
She  seemed  to  especially  like  me,  as  Aunt  Lima  does.  I  think  the  Alex  Eugene 
group  should  have  given  that  name  to  some  of  their  girls.  Aunt  Della  first 
taught  me  how  to  use  firearms,  both  a  revolver  and  shot  gun,  and  It  came  in 
handy  in  the  Navy.  I  often  wonder  if  our  Mail  Carrier,  Ned  McGowan  ever 
shoots  prairie  chickens  in  the  Blue  mountains  around  Dayton  now-a-days. 

I  think  Jay  Bernard  sounds  distinguished  and  he  lived  up  to  it.  So  does 
Davin  Wynn  and  Kenneth  Lloyd. 

NICKNAMES  OR  PET  NAMES  ARE  IMPORTANT. 

I  am  putting  in  all  such  names,  (in  parenthesis),  wherever  I  find  thorn. 
Often  a  whole  family  or  group  of  families  knows  Levi  as  (Lee)  or  Robert 
Adelbert  as  (Dell),  Washington  as  (Winn  or  Wynn),  Lewis  as  (Lew).  Elmina  as 
(Minnie).  I  put  them  in  parenthesis  (  )  because  others  often  are  really 
named  Wynn.  Winn,  Bert,  etc. 

If  a  son  was  named  after  his  father  Robert,  confusion  was  bo ’and  to 
arise  when  addressing  one  or  the  other  so  Mamma  got  to  calling  her  son 
(Bert  or  Bobbie),  or  Edwin  (Ned).  Soon  the  neighbors,  aunts  and  cousins 
never  called  them  anything  else;  even  they,  xhorselves.  forgot  their  real 
names  and  were  recorded  in  school  by  Mamma's  pet  name.  The  school  record 
is  often  the  first  official  record. 

Sometimes  even  near  relatives  write  to  me  and  I  find  cut  they  never 
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knew  their  nephew's  or  niece's  real  name.  If  you  enlisted  in  the  Army  or  Navy 
under  an  assumed  name  be  sure  to  write  me  about  that.  I  can  not  lock  up  a 
record  that  never  existed.  The  Civil  Service  gives  FULL  CREDIT  for  such  ser¬ 
vice  under  assumed  names  but  you  must  so  state.  There  is  a  printer  here  in 
New  York  who  has  been  arrested  twice  because  he  enlisted  under  an  assumed  name 
in  World  War  I.  He  used  the  name  of  a  widow  he  had  been  boarding  with,  and 
being  reported  killed,  the  widow  collected  the  insurance.  He  came  back  with 
a  bride  from  France  and  was  accused  of  being  an  accessory  to  defrauding  the 
government. 

John  Graham  Odell  was  always  called  (Jack)  but  Jack  Dell  Stone  was  so 
named.  Jim  B.  Odell  was  thus  named.  At  first  my  father  and  brother  and  I 
just  tried  to  tease  mother,  but  she  began  to  love  him  under  that  name  and 
would  have  no  other,  it  was  from  James  G.  Blaine.  Ask  Addie  who  reveres  him 
him  under  that  name  now.  Washington  Emmet  McGowan  was  (winn)  for  short,  but 
David  Wynn  Peterson  is  so  named.  (Stop  me  if  I  am  wrong.) 

Putting  "Lobdell"  in  Levi  Lobdell  Odell  was  my  own  idea  until  his  son 
confirmed  by  guess  by  using  it  himself.  Grandpa  wrote  it  simply  Levi  L.  Odell, 
but  the  Judge,  in  his  list,  wrote  it  Levi  Losey  Odell.  Grandpa  did  however 
write  out  Harriet  Estelle.  Odell,  up  until  I  read  that  I  had  never  had  anything 
but  Hattie. 

You  know  art.  (Now  he's  ’goin  to  talk  about  art,  lets  see  if  he  knows 
anything. )  I  think  art  consists  of  experiencing,  (not  from  feeling,  hearing, 
seeing,  etc.)  but  from  a  sixth  sense,  not  a  fifth  column,  things  that  are 
close  to  something  we  are  already  acquainted  with,  perhaps  in  a  previous 
Incarnation,  the  more  familiar  we  are  with  it  the  better;  arid  the  metaphor, 
(used  from  it's  analysis)  must  be  very  subtle,  the  more  elusive  the  more 
artistic,  the  Better  Art.  Patriotism  comes  from  this,  the  poet  boils  over 
with;  "Be  there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead."  Sly  without  being  insinuating, 
(artful  is  given)  but  artful  without  being  crafty,  treacherous;  discrimina,- 
ting  in  a  refined  way.  The  refinement  that  pleases  but  does  not  offend,  for 
ostentatious  refinement  is  not  refinement  but  vulgar  display. 

It  is  psychological,  a  something  we  sense  without  our  senses.  Something 
that  appeals  to  us  without  our  knowing  why.  A  similarity  so  fine  we  feel  it 
like  an  extra  sense;  we  knew  but  we  do  not  know  why  we  know. 

Nellie  is  a  ccsraon  name  familiar  to  all,  sweet  to  many,  but  Nesie  is  the 
Art  of  Nellie.  Harry  may  be  Art  for  Honry  but  Harris  is  sissified.  Art  may 
not  be  art  to  us  unless  we  are  acquainted  with  the  prototype,  for  instance  an 
Alligator  Pear  is  Art  in  the  taste  sense  to  those  who  enjoy  olives.  TChen  a 
New  Yorker  motors  along  the  petite  mountains  of  West  Virginia  a  twenty- story 
factory  building,  being  constructed  in  a  lonesome,  wild  country,  gives  him  a 
thrill,  at  the  same  time  the  buildings  in  the  nation’s  capital,  usually  con¬ 
sidered  so  imposing,  seem  squatty  to  a  big  city  dweller.

PHILOLOGICAL 


ODELL,  through  the  ages,  has  had  numerous  variations  in  spelling, 
as  have  most  words,  in  every  language. 


Odellum  in  Phoenicia,  Cdellam  in  Jewish .--Mrs .  Pool.  Um  is  the 
Latin  singular  ending.  The  whole  tribe  of  the  Odells  in  those  days  would 
have  been  called  Odellae.  Woodhull  in  the  Genealogical  and  Biographical 
Record  for  July,  1870.  ((The  spelling  of  the  next  word  is  not  ours.)) 

Note  the  date  when  this  magazine  came  to  the  Public  Library,  in  187/,  Dec. 
1.  Perhaps  then  is  when  their  genealogical  division  was  started.  Jean 
Imogens  Odell,  I£,  in  the  caption  under  the  picture  she  took  in  England, 
says  there  is  every  variety  of  spelling  of  Odell  in  Bedford* 

Yiadehull,  V/odell,  changed  to  Woodhill  by  the  Bishop  in  his 
transcriptions,  ((He  tried  to  make  a  very  badly  misspelled  word  sensible, 
and  made  it  worse.))  Wahull,  Wodhull,  Vfoadhill ,  Oadeli,  ./oadeli,  Nodle, 
Noddel,  Odell,  Odel,  Odle,  etc.  ((Some  of  my  mother’s  relations  insist 
it  should  be  Noodle,  due  to  the  large  quantities  of  soup  they  had  to  eat 
at  one  time  and,  carrying  this  reasoning  on,  claim  the  family  must  have 
originated  in  the  Netherlands,  have  a  Dutch  origin.  There^is  one  fatal 
upset  to  this  reasoning.  There  is  no  such  word  as  ’’noodle’*  meaning 
soup,  in  the  Flemish  language,  though  the  family  once  did  live  in 
Flanders. )1  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  have  taken  the  pains  to 
include  so  many  photostats  that  do  not  seem  to  have  any  important  signifi¬ 
cance  to  our  genealogy. 


Max  Muller,  a  great  German  philologist,  has  concluded  that  the 
difference  in  languages  and  changes  in  spelling  and  pronunciation  has 
been  responsible  for  the  wars  of  the  world  and  no  doubt  sometimes  in  the 
past  it  has  been  a  contributing  factor.  The  Bible  (Gen.  xi,  9)  speaks 
of  ’’the  confusion  of  tongues’1  stopping  the  construction  of  the  tower  of 
Babel;  but  we  do  not  get  the  word  ’’babble’1  from  that  incident.  The 
Semite  enemies  of  Babylon  made  a  pun  on  the  word  Babel  which  means 
the  "gate  of  God’1  and  called  it  "babble"  which  means  meaningless  _t_a_lkj_ 
to  confound.  Both  words  have  their  origin  long  prior  to  that  time. 


In  the  author's  immediate  family  we  have  had  much  discussion 
as  to  which ;  Odell  as  used  by  my  father's  people,  or  Odel,  as  from  my 
mother's  side  of  the  house,  is  correct.  Both  are  right.  Anybody  has 
a  right  to  spell  his  own  name  as  he  or  she  sees  fit,  but  it  is  oetter 
if  they  spell  it  as  their  father  did.

To  set  all  these  arguments  at  ease /show  exactly  why^name  is 
spelled  Odell  by  most  people, I  have  taken  the  pains  to  include  the 
photostats  that  follow.  My  own  brother  Ed,  has  dropped  the  f  inal 
"l"  as  unnecessary,  but  I  tried  to  show  him  that  anything  steers  better 
if  longer.  Streamlining  does  not  mean  shortening.  The  oldest  rords 
were  nearly  square  on  their  wheels  and  they  were  the  cars  that  insisted 
on  turning  around  and  going  down  a  wet  street  backward. 


The  copies  from  the  Bible  of  Gabriel  Odeil,  paS®  577,  Family 
Record,  Marriages"  and  page  680,  ''Deaths,"  which  Bible  in  its  entirety 
is  to  be  found  in  the  New  York  Public  Library  Genealogy  Division,  shows 
conclusively  how  "Odell"  was  corrupted  the  "O'Dell  (in  u.  ^i^erent 
hand).  As  long  as  the  original  Gabriel  Odell  lived  he  wrote  his  name 
"Odell"  as  it  should  be.

Even  the  tory  Odell.  Hon.  and  Rev.  Jonathan  Odell,  when  he  was 
afraid  to  remain  in  the  United  States,  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  and 
finding  himself  still  more  unpopular  in  England,  went  to  live  in  Ireland 
and  changed  the  eagle  displayed  on  our  escutcheon  to  a  rooster,  did  not 
change  his  name  to  O’Dell,  but  there  is  an  O’Dell  castle,  town  and  bay 
on  older  maps  of  Ireland,  on  the  southern  coast.  I  have  never  contacted 
any  records  of  this  branch  of  the  family. 

Page  BIO,  Vol .  II,  MILTON  ERNST  BAPTISMS;  1685-1698,  of  the 
twelve  volumes  of  the  "Records  of  Bedfordshire,  England,"  (attested 
typewritten  transcriptions)  proves  that  "Wodell"  spelled  "Woodhill" 
by  the  Bishop,,  is  the  same  family  whose  name  is  later  spelled  "Odell" 
and  "Odel"  on  the  same  page;  and  the  widow  in  "MARRIAGES"  in  a  later 
volume,  signed  herself j  "Eliz  Odell,  Widow"  ((photostat  not  given  but 
easy  to  look  up  if  anybody  doubts  it.))  Can  anybody  doubt  this  evid¬ 
ence?  Page  A30,  "ODELL  MARRIAGES t  1735-1754,"  is  given  to  show  how 
important  the  town  must  have  been  at  that  time  to  have  so  many,  all  on 
one  page,  give  their  address  as  Odell,  On  page  821  "Burke’s  Colonial 
Gentry"  we  have  further  evidence  of  changes  in  the  spelling.  All  these 
authorities  are  of  the  very  best.  They  are  admitted  as  evidence  in  the 
courts  of  England  in  the  settling  of  estates. 

There  was  an  Odell  who  went  to  Michigan  and  has  many  descend¬ 
ants  there  who  changed  his  name  to  O’Dell.  He  was  a  politician  in 
Detroit  and  probably  wanted  to  catch  the  Irish-Catholic  vote.  He 
sprang  from  the  same  original  emigrant  as  we  do. 

In  Canada  in  1799  ten  Odell  Families  spelled  their  name  Odel 
and  three  Odell.  It  is  supposed  Janiah  Odel’s  family  came  from  these 
Canadian  Odells.  This  is  a  job  for  a  future  genealogist.

When  the  state  took  these  books  from  the  church 
many  years  ago  a  bishop  made  copies  and  these  agree  in  every  case  except 
that  some  missing  records  were  added.  Where  the  originals  were  illegible 
the  BT  (Bishop’s  Transcriptions)  are  used.  Several  of  these  pages  are  to 
be  found  in  my  work  in  photostats.  From  this  work  I  believe  a  persistent 
laborer  could  construct  a  Genealogy  of  the  Odell  Family  in  England,  (Mr. 
Haacker  is  engaged  on  this  now.)  King’s  work  in  this  regard  is  insuffic¬ 
ient  but  will  help.  Rufus  King  journeyed  to  England  and  copied  all  the 
Odell  names  in  these  records,  but  he  did  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  of  little 
use  in  tracing  the  descent  of  the  family  except  as  a  check  on  some  future 
worker’s  efforts.  This  latter  volume  is  in  the  Long  Island  Historical 
Society  Library.  Just  how  the  two  works  could  be  brought  together  will  be 
a  problem.  The  author  has  a  letter  from  Mr.  King  written  in  1920.  He 
then  lived  at  222  North  Broadway,  Yonkers,  N.  Y.

COLONIAL  CONCORD,  by  Alfred  Sereno  Hudson,  is  also  in  the  author’s  collec¬ 
tion  on  genealogy.  Over  500  6x9  pages,  has  Odell  references  in  many  places, 
useful  as  collaborative  material  only.  Has  whole  story  of  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson’s  descent,  pages  333-34,  but  is  badly  mixed  up.

Dr.  Hudson  was  also  a  lawyer  with  a  large 
legal  business.  All^of  his  works  are  written  from  a  religious  standpoint 
and  history  is  considered  as  of  secondary  importance.  This  he  writes  in 
his  preface  and  it  is  very  apparent  in  his  text;  but,  the  book  is , . neverthe¬ 
less,  of  great  historical  importance.  The  language  is  fine,  descriptions 
unexcelled  and  pictures  very  excellent,  A  valuable  work.  The  500  pages, 

6x9,  printed  on  good  paper  are  interspersed  with  over  sixty  engravings, 
printed  in  1904,  when  pressmen  still  took  pride  in  their  work,  contain 
’’The  Old  Manse”  made  famous  by  Emerson  and  Hawthorne:  homes,  libraries 
and  graves  of  Emerson,  Hawthorne,  Peter  Bulkeley,  Thoreau,  Frank  B.  Sanborn, 
Elisha  Jones,  A.  Bronzon  and  Louisa  May  Alcott  and  man/-  others.  To  me  it 
is  a  bi-product  of  running  a  second-hand  book  store  for  several  years.

ODELLS  IN  AMERICA 

An  old  English  record  says:  ’’William  and  John  Odell  went  to  America 
and  settled  in  that  part  of  New  Hampshire”  which  later  became  part  of  New 
York  State.  They  scattered  to  Brunswick,  Quebec,  Ontario  and  Western 
Canada*  There  are  five  towns  named  ”0dell''  in  the  United  States  .--Pool , 
page  11-16.  Note  by  Editor  Odell:  This  does  not  conflict  with  our  records, 
for  part  of  New  York  State  was  once  included  in  New  Hampshire,  in  fact 
every  New  England  state  claimed  all  the  land  immediately  west  of  their 
colony  as  far  as  it  went,  and  they  did  not  know  at  that  time  hew  far  that 
was:  and  the  English,  naturally,  at  that  time,  immediately  after  we  licked 
them  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  would  want  to  claim  such  a  family  as  the 
Odells,  were  still  on  British  soil  and  so  make  the  most  of  the  Tory  Odells, 
Rev.  Jonathan  Odell's  family  being  still  loyal.  They  paid  him  and  his 
family  well.  Rev.  Jonathan  was  given  high  office  in  New  Brunswick,  hi3 
'grandson,  though  he  found  it  convenient  to  live  in  the  United  States, 
was  made  a  Major  in  the  British  Army.  The  family  are  still,  so  I  have 
heard,  in  fine  positions  on  account  of  this  one  act  of  treachery* 

William  Odell  came  to  Concord,  Mass,  with  Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley  from 
the  Parish  of  Bedfordshire,  England  in  1635.  This  was  characteristic 
of  the  Odells.  They  were  seldom  preachers,  but  always  lived  and  traveled 
with  those  who  preached,

The  series  or  articles  on  Genealogy  in  the  New  York  Herald,  1902-3, 
though  true  in  a  sense,  was  one  of  the  numerous  newspaper  fakes  of  that 
time*  It  was  in  the  form  of  questions  and  answers,  the  editor  of  that 
department  simply  asked  himself  some  questions  then  answering  them;  pre¬ 
tending  they  came  from  subscribers.  It  was  an  easy  trick,  it  being  only 
necessary  to  ask  questions  about  such  families  as  there  were  pedigrees  of 
in  the  public  library,  something  like  the  questions  and  answers  that  come 
over  the  radio  today,  (1841).  They  copy  the  answers  out  of  books  and  then 
ask  the  questions.  It  might  be  a  good  idea  to  give  the  answers  first 
and  then  ask  what  the  questions  are.  Anyhow  the  great  proportion  of  these 
questions  about  the  Odell  family  proves  that  even  at  that  early  date,  chere 
was  much  Odell  data  in  the  books.  In  every  case  the  answer  about  the 
Odells  was  to  be  found  in  King's  Chart.  Nothing  is  found  that  couid^be 
traced  to  Mrs,  Pool’s  book,  simply  because  Pool  did  not  come  out  till  the 
last  decade,  the  1930s.

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THE  GENEALOGY  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Genealogy  Division  administers  Genealogy,  Heraldry  and  Local 
History  in  a  collection  of  47,000  books  and  pamphlets;  also  40,000 
volumes  of  English  and  American  local  history,  shelved  in  room  325, 
with  an  overflow  on  Stack  VII.  This  special  field  calls  for  a  special 
background  and  technique.  Additional  strength  is  given  the  collection 
by  extensive  holdings  in  American  patriotic  and  British  local  historical 
societies,  publications,  parish  registers,  etc.  This  room  is  36x72 
feet,  has  60  seats  and  an  average  of  over  140  readers  use  647  volumes 
daily. 


The  collection  on  Heraldry  is  also  strong  and  much  used.  It  in¬ 
cludes  all  literatures  except  Oriental  and  Slavonic.  The  history  of 
other  countries  may  be  secured  in  the  main  reading  room  except  Canadian, 
West  Indian,  Mexican  and  Central  and  South  American,  which  is  part  of 
the  collection  of  American  History,  room  300,  which  is  the  same  size 
as  the  Genealogy  room. 

Large  collections  on  Biography,  which  have  been  shelved  on  Stack 
IV,  have  been  added  to  the  collection,  the  Bancroft  and  Ford  collec¬ 
tions  in  particular.  In  1896  the  Robinson  collection  of  American 
Genealogies  and  local  histories  was  purchased  and  in  1909  Mr.  Cleveland 
H.  Dodge  gave  about  400  British  Genealogies  and  town  and  country 
histories . 

The  indices  and  catalogues  are  very  complete.  A  printed  series 
of  special  note  is  the  index  to  New  York  City  vital  records;  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  beginning  with  1388.  In  receiving  these  the 
Library  agrees  to  permit  the  us9  of  volumes  covering  births  and  mar¬ 
riages  only  after  they  have  been  published  more  than  ten  years.  The 
record  of  deaths  is  not  considered  confidential. 

Quoting  from  the  Public  Library  "Bulletin”  of  May,  1935,  the  last 
official  report,  the  books  on  Genealogy  at  that  time  were  classed  as 
follows ;

A  stubble  field,  a  furrowed  "quarter",  piles  of  manure,  loads  of 
gypsum  dumped  along  a  fence,  rolls  of  wire  fencing,  horses,  harness,  wagons, 
plows,  cultivators,  and  tractors)  mowers,  reapers,  binders,  cows,  pigs  and 
chickens;  smoke  houses,  ice  houses,  milk  houses,  churns,  milkers,  hay 
stacks,  barns,  pig  pens,  cow  sheds  and  chicken  coops  are  the  materials  out 
of  which  a  farm  is  made;  but,  without  human  labor,  human  brains  and 
co-ordination  they  will  never  make  a  farm. 

Many  genealogists  never  write  a  Genealogy.  They  become  so  much 
interested  in  genealogy  as  a  hobby  that  they  never  find  tine  to  create  a 
Genealogy,  to  work  their  materials  into  a  book.  They  are  wonderful  col¬ 
lectors  but  are  not  assemblers.  I  have  tried  to  avoid  being  merely  a 
gatherer  and  I  do  not  work  toward  membership  in  any  patriotic  society,  for 
while  giving  all  honor  to  those  who  do,  just  being  an  Odell  is  honor  enough 
for  me.  I  admit  the  absorbing  interest  of  research  work,  tut  I  came  into 
this  work  late  in  life,  perhaps  it  is  better  so,  else  I  too  might  have 
drifted  into  a  piler  and  not  a  compiler,  but  as  it  is  I  should  be  disappoint 
ed  if  I  did  not  leave  some  connected  narrative  of  my  own  family  behind  me. 

In  searching  out  the  records  of  the  Odells,  of  which  the  libraries 
hold  much;  and  of  contiguous  relatives,  some  of  whom  seemed  more  remote  than 
apparent  I  found  many  piles  of  material  which  do  not  fit  in  yet  they  ARE 
Odells  or  near  Odells. 


The  Hanchet  Family  was  a  contingent  case.  The  Mather  Kanchett 
Chart,  when  I  first  saw  it,  seemed  just  a  beautiful  specimen  of  handwriting; 
a  remote  possibility  that  it  might  connect,  its  very  completeness,  probably 
inspired  by  a  WISH  THOUGHT  which  in  a  short  time  became  a  reality,  encour¬ 
aged  my  keeping  on.  It  became  a  reality,  not  through  any  hard  work  on.  my 
part;  for  though  I  did  spend  many  days  on  it  I  v/as  working  in  the  wrong 
direction;  but  through  the  volunteer  assistance  of  about  six  persons,  the 
Hartford  Times,  and  a  few  letters  left  behind  by  those  not  long  dead  — 
by  sheer  good  luck,  instead  of  good  management  --  was  I  able  to  solve  this 
problem.  Of  course  I  was  there  ready  and  equipped  for  the  task  when  the 
opportunity  came  along. 


The  Lobdell  Family  I  also  put  about  a  year  of  thought  on  when 
suddenly  I  found,  in  more  than  one  library  in  New  York,  and  one  through  the 
mail,  the  complete  story  already  in  print.  I  simply  had  to  thread  through 
a  rather  complicated  code  at  the  beginning  of  the  book,  two  hours  work* 
Sometimes  it  seems  miraculous  hew  these  things  come  about  —  and  vet  maybe 
it  is  not  all  a  miracle.  One  library,  whose  card  index  never  held  a 
Lobdell  card,  had  had  the  book  for  several  years,  as  was  shewn  by  a  letter 
from  the  author  pasted  on  the  front  fly  leaf. 


Sometimes  also  it  seems  as  if  librarians  or  secretaries  of  histor¬ 
ical  museums  and  societies  send  for  these  books  after  you  tell  them  of  your 
failure  to  find  them  in  their  index  files.  Maybe  they  do  not  have  tc  send 
farther  than  their  own  basement.  Anyhow  this  is  an  iaea  worth  adding  to 
the  technique  of  research.  It  may  be  just  psychic  power,  magic,  thought 
transference,  spiritualism  or  mind  reading,  who  knows.  Seek  and  you  shall 
find,"  ask  and  books  will  appear.

Public  Library;  and  Mrs.  Eda  Whitney  Safford,  State  Cor.  Sec.  D.A.R.,  whom 
I  employed  for  a  short  time  to  search  records  of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  Bur¬ 
lington,  Vermont,  in  a  vain  attempt  to  find  family  history  that  grandpa 
RFC  once  wrote  me  was  there,  ^  t 


I  conclude  by  adding  that  it  seems  peculiarly  fitting  that  I 
should  do  this  work  —  an  Odell  on  both  sides  of  the  house  —  the  oldest 
bearing  the  name  Odell  of  both  the  Hanchet -Odells  and  the  Odels;  fitted 
for  this  work  with  a  mind  trained  by  a  half  century  of  newspaper  work;  an 
originality  that  goes  around,  over  or  through  all  preconceived  ideas  of 
v/hat  such  a  work  should  be;  an  utter  disregard  of  genealogical  rules  or 
dogma,  combining  the  old  ideas  with  new  methods;  financially  able  to  carry 
it  through,  having  the  time  to  spare  and  absolutely  and  completely  inde¬ 
pendent.  --  ignoring  all  criticism  and  sneers  from  ’whatever  source,

In  April,  1852,  Mr.  Lemuel  S.  Drew  succeeded  Mr.  Odell  as  proprietor  of 
the  American  Hotel,  Jan.  2,  1846,  the  Howard  Hotel  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

After  the  burning  of  this  hotel,  Lemuel  S.  Drew,  then  a  young  man  who  had 
experience  as  clerk  in  the  Howard  Hotel,  went  to  the  American  Hotel  as  clerk 
for  the  proprietor,  W.  J.  Odell.  This  house  had  been  substantially  erected 
by  Gov,  Van  Ness  and  was  first  used  as  a  hotel  by  Royal  H.  Gould,  soon  after 
Lafayette's  visit  to  Burlington  in  1825.

After  this  table  has  all 
the  corrections  that  may  come  in  in  a  reasonable  time,  I  shall  repro¬ 
duce  it  on  a  two-page  spread  and  make  it  part  of  the  bool:.  A 
reasonable  number  of  any  photostat  negatives  will  be  furnished  to 
those  having  grown  children  with  families.  There  are  machines  in  all 
large  cities  and  in  most  County  Clerk's  offices.  They  should  make 
these  pictures  for  not  more  than  25^  each,  or  free  if  in  the  Clerk's 
office.  Photostats  used  for  pictures  are  not  commonly  used,  but  the 
results  are  often  superior  to  photographs.  Frobabiy  they  have  not 
been  exploited  because  there  would  bo  less  profit  than  in  regular 
photography.  I  have  paid  as  much  as  §2.75  for  an  enlargement  that 
was  inferior  to  a  twro-bit  stat,  and  you  can  retouch  them  yourself; 
take  out  the  light  shadows,  which  produce  the  dark  part  of  the  pic¬ 
ture  with  common  black  ink,  or  paint  in  dark  places;  take  out  a  tree 
or  a  person,  with  white  ink,  or  even  by  scraping  with  a  knife;  or 
substitute  another  person  or  scene;  or  join  two  or  more  pictures  into 
one.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  a  bright  young  person  to  start  a 
new  industry.  It  is  a  new  use  for  an  old  art,  photostats  having  been 
used  for  the  base  upon  which  large  crayon  reproductions  were  drawn 
for  over  fifty  years,

Now  I  know  it  will 
never  stop  prowin v  for  **lre?>dv,  with  only  one  copy  in  a  public  library, 
same  researchers,  who  are  artists  in  pen  work, ere  copying  end  rewriting 
ray  poor  efforts.  The  Coat— of  Arms  has  beer,  done  over  in  water  colors  end 
is  soon  to  be  done  in  oil.  Genealogy  is  a  subject-  of  overpowering  interest. 


In  the  Preface  I  laid  out  a  plan  of  the  work  as  it  looked  then, 

I  could  not  keep  witliin  the  bounds  there  shown:  but  that  Preface  and  the 
editorial  MUhy  a  Genealogy0  expressed  ray  thoughts  as  they  were  then  and 
still  express  my  thoughts  today,  I  cannot  revise  it  and  do  as  well  so 
must  let  it  stand.  As  the  book  has  grown  subject  after  subject  came  in 
that  properly  belonged  in  various  pieces  among  the  pages  already  numbered. 
These  pages  had  to  numbered* 0 a”,  wb”,  etc*  and  there  are  nearly  fifty  of 
them,  X  am  sorry  it  is  impossible  to  renumber  ell  the  pages  as  copies 
had  been  sent  out  and  various  possessor#  of  them  were  already  corresponding 
citing  the  page  numbers.  To  renumber  them,  would  cause  a  state  of  affairs 


rendering  the  whole  work  useless  to  ti  e  researcher. 


Later  on  I  found  the  data  that  showed  the  Odell  Family  from  a 
far  broadened  view  point.  I  suddenly  woke  to  the  fact  that  I  was  working 
with  a  family  with  nn  extensive  historical  background.  Efforts  to  confine 
myself  to  the  Family  in  America  duly  were  impossible,  liy  o personal 
pride  in  what  I  had  discovered  forbade  any  such  idea.  I  &lc o  realized 
that  nobody  had  done  the  subject  even  partial  justice.  It  was  as  If  no¬ 
body  had  ever  written  a  history  of  America,  Former  writers:  Rufus  King 
and  V'rSc  Pool  had  left  outlines  on  which  to  erect  a  great  structure  of 
Odelliana.  Histories,  both  in  England  end  America,  had  hundreds  of  dis¬ 
connected  facts  about  Odells  hut  nobody  had  attempted  to  assemble  these 
items  into  one  book  —  into  an  Odell  Genealogy. 


Prom  time  to  time  other  Odells,  and  genealogists  with  Odsli 
connection,  began  to  write  to  me,  began  to  ask  questions  which,  ac  X 
sought  the  answers, brought  new  facts  to  light.  Libraries  and  historical 
Societies  from  all  over  the  United  States  wrote  for  copies.  With  all  this 
urge  I  could  do  nothing  but  keep  on.  I  rallied  all  my  failing  energies 

and  tackled  the  subject  with  what  etrenefeh.  I  could  muster  late  in  life. 

Perhaps  this  urge  loaned  me  new  strength,  maybe  my  life  haa  been  lerghtened 
thereby,  who  knows?  There  is  much  yet  to  bs  done.  Perhaps  those  who  ere 
now  conning  these  pages  over  the  library  tables  may  revise  what  is  here 
written?  rearrange  what  is  now  something  of  a  11  Hodge— podge”  into  a  more 
chronological  order.  I  surely  hope  so.  If  I  was  ten  year#  younger  I  should 
do  it  myself  and  have  it  printed  as  it  deserves.

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MEMOIR  OF  HON.  WILLIAM  HUNTER  ODELL. 

By  Rufus  King,  Esq.,  of  Yonkers,  New  York. 


Hon.  WILLIAM  HUNTER  ODELL,  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  from  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  died  at  Halifax,  N.  S.,  July 
26,  1891,  aged  seventy -nine .  His  ancestry  may  be  given  as  follows: 

Mr.  WILLIAM  ODELL,  the  founder  of  the  family  in  this  country,  was  of 
English  ancestry.  (Harvey's  History  of  Willey  Hundred,  Bedfordshire, 
p.345.)  He  came  to  New  England  in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  cen¬ 
tury,  probably  in  company  with  the  Rev.  Peter  Bu Ike ley,  who  was  rector  of 
the  Parish  of  Odell,  in  Bedfordshire,  England,  in  1620.  Mr.  Odell  settled 
at  Concord,  Mass.,  where  his  name  appears  in  the  town  records  as  early  as 
1639.  He  removed  to  Fairfield,  Conn.,  about  1644,  where  he  became  the 
owner  of  a  considerable  estate,  and  died  in  1676. 

His  will,  proved  at  Fairfield,  June  6  of  that  year,  mentions:  sons, 
William  and  John,  daughter  Rebecca  Moorehouse,  daughter-in-law  Mary  Odell, 
and  others,  and  disposes  of  lands  held  in  Concord  and  Fairfield.  (Schenck’s 
History  of  Fairfield.) 

John  Odell,  Sen.,  of  Fairfield,  eldest  sen  of  William  preceding,  was 
made  freeman  in  1664  by  the  General  Assembly;  in  1666,  in  behalf  of  his 
father  William  Odell,  he  joined  with  Francis  Hall  in  a  deed  of  partition; 
in  1673  and  1682,  he  received  grants  of  land  from  the  town  of  Fairfield; 
in  1697,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Church  in  Stratfield,  and  in  1707  made 
will  appointing  wife,  Mary,  Executrix.  (Fairfield  Probate  Records , 1702-50 « ) 

Ensign  Samuel  Odell,  of  Stratfield,  was  born  March  16,  1677;  in  1700, 
he  received  deed  of  land  from  his  father  John  Odell,  Sen.;  in  1722,  he  was 
commissioned  Ensign  by  the  General  Assembly;  in  1727,  his  estate  was  ad¬ 
ministered  on  by  Joannah  and  Samuel  Odell,  with  inventory  mentioning 
widow,  Deborah,  John  Odell  and  others  as  appraisers.  (Fairfield  Probate, 
1724-49.) 

John  Odell,  of  Stratfield,  in  1730  called  son  of  Ensign'  Samuel  Odell, 
deceased,  removed  to  Connecticut  Farms,  N.J.,  and  married  Temperance, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Jonathan  Dickinson,  first  President  of  the  College  of  New 
Jersey;  in  1750,  he  made  will,  proved  June  28,  same  year,  mentioning  son 
Jonathan  Sergeant  and  Timothy  Yfhitehead  executors.  (Trenton,  N«J«  Probate 
Records,  vol .  E,  p.435.) 

'  Rev.  Jonathan  Odell,  A.  M.,  of  Fredericton,  N.B.,  the  noted  loyalist, 
was  born  Sept.  25,  1737,  in  Newark/  N.J. ;  in  1754,  he  was  graduated  at 
the  College  of  New  Jersey,  and  studied  medicine,  but  afterward  became  an 
Episcopal  clergyman;  in  1767,  he  was  rector  of  St.  Anne’s  Church,  in 
Burlington,  N.J.  He  was  prominent  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution  for 
his  sympathy  with  England,  and  was  joint  author  of  the  nLoyal  7erses  of 
Stans burv  and  Odell.”  In  1772,  he  married  Miss  Anne  Da  Cou,  who  survived 
him.  At  the  close  of  the  war ,  he  removed  to  Fredericton,  N.B.,  where  he 
was  made  Secretary  of  the  Province,  and  held  many  other  responsible  offices 
under  the  Crown.  He  died  Nov.  25,  1818,  leaving  one  son,  Willi am  Franklin, 
and  three  daughters. 

Hon.  William  Franklin  Odell,  of  Fredericton,  N.B.,  was  born  Oct.  19, 
1774,  in  Burlington,  N.J.  In  1812,  be  succeeded  his  father  as  Provincial 
Secretary  of  New  Brunswick;  in  1817,  he  was  engaged  in  the  location  of 
tho  boundary  line  between  New  Brunswick  and  the  United  States  under  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Elisha 
and  Sarah  (Cooke)  Newell  of  Allentown,  N.J.  Mrs.  Newell’s  father  was 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Cooke,  D.D.,  sometime  rector  of  the  Church  at  Shrewsbury, 
N.J,,  and  afterwards  at  Fredericton.  Mr.  Odell  died  Dec.  25,  184-4, 
leaving  four  sons  and  four  daughters. 
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Hon.  William  Hunter  Odell,  of  Halifax,  N.S.,  eldest  son  of  William 
Franklin,  preceding,  and  the  subject  of  this  memoir,  was  born  in 
Fredericton,  N«B.,  Nov.  26,  1611.  He  was  educated  at  King's  College  -- 
now  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  —  Fredericton,  and  graduated  in 
the  class  of  1832,  He  studied  law  and  was  called  to  the  bar  in  1838, 
when  he  we is  appointed  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Brunswick. 

He  resigned  this  office  the  same  year,  on  being  made  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary,  Registrar  and  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Council,  In  1847, 

Mr.  Odell  was  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas;  in  1850,  he  was 
made  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  New  Brunswick  by  Royal 
Warrant;  in  1865,  on  the  formation  of  what  was  known  as  the  Anti- 
Confederate  Government,  he  was  appointed  member  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  Postmaster  General,  remaining  in  office  until  the  resignation  of 
the  government  the  next  year;  in  May,  1867,  he  was  called  to  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Senate  by  royal  proclamation,  and  for  twenty-four  years  was  & 
member  of  that  honorable  body. 

Mr.  Odell  married  Elizabeth  Ann,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  William  B. 
Bliss,  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Nova  Scotia;  she  survives  him 
together  with  one  son,  an  officer  in  the  English  army,  and  three 
daughters.  Mr.  Cdell,  in  addition  to  his  property  in  Halifax,  was  the 
owner  of  a  considerable  estate  at  Fredericton,  called  MRookwood,”  whore 
the  writer,  a  kinsman  of  his,  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  him  several 
years  ago.  This  interview  resulted  in  a  very  pleasant  correspondence 
later  on,  and  the  communication  of  many  interesting  genealogical  facts, 
which  have  been  availed  of  in  the  preparation  of  this  memoir. 

Mr,  Odell’s  career  was  a  long  and  useful  one,  both  in  public  and 
private  life;  his  quiet  and  retiring  disposition  prevented  his  taking 
a  very  active  part  in  political  debate,  but  his  wTid9  and  varied  ex¬ 
perience  and  excellent  judgment  were  highly  valued  by  his  colleagues. 
Though  Mr.  Odell’s  life  had  reached  nearly  four  score  years,  he  had 
none  of  the  infirmities  of  old  age  and  was  exceptionally  active  and 
vigorous.  His  death  was  entirely  unlooked  for.  He  had  only  re¬ 
cently  reached  home  from  Ottawa,  apparently  in  excellent  health, 
and  had  expected  to  return  thither  in  a  few  days.  He  was,  however 
seized  with  a  sudden  and  fatal  illness  on  Saturday,  July  25,  and  the 
next  afternoon  passed  peacefully  away.  The  announcement  of  his  death 
was  received  by  the  Senate  at  Ottawa,  with  many  expressions  of  sur¬ 
prise  and  sorrow,  and  resolutions  of  sympathy  were  offered  by  his 
associates  at  the  session  of  Parliament  held  on  July  29,  /  fTrfl. 

Mr.  Odell  was,  in  his  church  relation,  an  Episcopalian;  his 
funeral  took  place  on  Thursday,  July  30,  and  his  remains  were  in¬ 
terred  in  Camp  Hill  Cemetery.

r  The  gate  has  been  rusted  shut  for  ages  but  you  can  climb  over  the 
wall  the  stone  steps  near  the  Church  door.  Turn  to  the  right  and 
pass  the  rear  of  the  Church,  about  twenty  feet  north  east  we  come  to  the 
graves  numbered  in  the  37s:  37a,  b.c.d.e.  in  a  row.  37b  is  the  grave  of 
Daniel  W.  Odell’s  wife,  Charlotte  Dean.  38a  is  the  grave  of  Benjamin  H. 
Odell  and  38b  of  Jacob  Odell.  42  and  42a, c,b  are  in  a  row  ten  feet 
towards  the  path;  42b  is  the  grave  of  William  A.  Dutcher  who  married 
Rosetta  Odell,  who  is  in  42c.  She  is  a  daughter  of  Abraham  Odell  in  67b, 
(A  very  ae lapidated  stone). 

67  and  67a  and  b  are  three  graves  in  a  row  of  eight,  within  a  _ew 
feet  of  the  path  as  we  go  west  from  42.  67  is  the  grave  of  Jacob  Odell 
a  son  of  Abraham  Odell  and  67a  is  the  grave  of  Abraham’s  wife  who  was 
Christina  Van  Wart. 
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A  TRIP  THROUGH  THE  CEMETERY  (Continued) 

The  path  runs  irregularly  over  the  graves  from  the  church  to 
Vfas hington  Irving's  Grave.  Odells  are  still  being  interred  hereabouts,  so 
do  not  be  surprised  at  the  new  modern  stones.  Those  we  describe  are  only 
those  in  the  Old  Church  Records. 

Regaining  the  path,  and  crossing  it,  we  find  a  row  of  graves:  101, 
109a,  a  little  way  apart,  and  then  109,  108,  and  108a,b,c  in  a  close  row 
running  north  and  south  as  %o  all  the  rows  of  graves.  At  ill  the  book 
gives  Jasper  Odell  and  his  wife  Sarah  "fildey;  this  grave  is,  however 
the  grave  of  her  father  Caleb  Wildey.  Nothing  is  said  of  the  burial 
place  of  Jasper  and  his  wife.  Perhaps  a  diligent  searcher  might  find 
some  graves  not  listed  in  the  book.  lo9  is  the  grave  of  Daniel  T.  Odell 
whose  wife  Maria  is  listed  as  occupying  grave  No.  109a.  108  is  occupied 

by  Isaac  Odel.1-  108a  Phoebe  his  wife,  and  108b  is  the  grave  of  Phoebe 
Tompkins,  wite  of  Jonathan  D.  Odell  who  rests  in  108c  and  who  is  a  son 
of  Isaac  Odell,  108. 

Here  we  return  to  the  path  and  journey  on  to  nearly  a  hundred  feet 
from  the  Church  and  turn  to  the  right  where  we  find  a  row,  close  enough 
to  the  path  to  set  your  camera;  the  l^ite ,  There  are  six  graves  near 
together  and  two  further  on.  142  is  nearest  the  Church.  Lieut.  Abraham 
Odell  is  buried  there.  144,  the  third  in  the  row,  is  the  grave  of 
Jonathan  Odell,  who  was  the  first  Odell  in  this  neighborhood,  operating 
the  Odell  Inn  at  Irvington.  The  next  grave  is  Abigail  Brown,  the  second 
wife  of  Col.  John  Odell.  The  stone  is  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservat¬ 
ion  being  a  rather  thick  granite  slab,  up  to  the  armpits  and  showing 
little  erosion.  Col.  John  sleeps  next  to  the  north  and  his  first  wife 
next  beyond  that.  Col.  John's  stone  is  still  easy  to  read,  should  make 
a  nice  snap  shot  with  Abigails.  The  first  wife's  stone,  Hannah  McChain, 
well  only  an  inch  or  so  of  a  completely  eradicated  stone  marks  the  spot. 
Were  it  not  for  the  book  one  would  never  know .  It  is  grave  No.  146. 

A  wife  on  either  side.  We  saw  the  monument  of  Brigham  Young  in  Salt  Lake 
but,  what's  the  use  to  speculate?  In  145a,  the  first  of  the  two  next 
graves  are  the  mortal  remains  of  Bishop  Underhill  who  married  Hannah 
Odell  and  she  lies  next  in  145b.  She  is  the  daughrer  of  Cc&.John  Odell 
in  145,  So  Col.  John  has  a  wife  on  either  side  and  a  child  on  either 
side  of  them.  Abraham  also  being  his  son. 

154a  we  cannot  find  on  this  map  but,  if  near  154,  it  is  off  to  the 
east  from  144.  It  is  the  grave  of  Dvckman  Odell.  162b  is  the  grave 
nearest  the  path  of  a  score  or  more  south  by  southeast  of  144.  It  is 
the  last  resting  place  of  Nicholas  Storm  w ho  married  Elizabeth  Odell;  and 
199a  is  back  near  the  pa^h  fifty  feet  beyond  144.  Here  lies  the  mortal 
remains  of  David  Buckhout,  husband  of  Rachel  Odell. 


Go  up  the  path  and  cross  the  road  to  the  new  cemetery  and  you  can 
get  a  glimpse  of  the  modest  tomb  of  Washington  Irving.  It  is  inside  a 
i  locked  fence  because  curio  hunters  took  a  former  stone  away  piece  meal.

A  CONDENSATION  OF  THE  ODELL  STORY. 

William  Odell  was  at  Concord,  Mass,  in  1637,  died  at  Fairfield, 

Conn.  Juno,  1676,  Sons:  John  and  William,  Jr.  William  to  Rye,  N.  Y.  had 
large  estate;  from  him  Jonathan  of  Philips e  Manor,  John  of  Fordham,  wife 
Johanna  Turner;  John,  Jr.  -  Hannah  Vermilyea;  their_son,  Jonathan  born  uec . 

26,  1730  -  Margaret  Dyckman;  she  died  March  29,  17&B,  he  Sept,  2?,  13i8,  lived 
in  the  Old  Stone  Inn  still  standing  on  roadside  at  Abbottsford  just  below 
Irvington,  Wendell  estate;  both  buried  Old  Dutch  Cemetery.  He  was  a  prisoner 
of  war  in  Old  Dutch  Prison  (Church)  in  New  York  City,  1776,  His  son  Col. 

John  Odell  owned  563  acres  from  Hudson  to  Saw  Mill  River,  known  as  ''father  of 
Odells."  Old  Odell  Inn  erected  by  Capt.  John  Harmse  in  1693,  New  York 
State  Convention  (Provincial  Congress)  held  here  August  31,  1776. 

Jonathan  Odell’s  son.  Col.  John  Odell  was  born  1756,  his  grandson 
was  Jackson  Odell.  The  ground  west  of  the  turnpike  at  Odell  Inn  was  called 
"Odell  Hill".  The  New  York  State  Legislature  issued  a  memorial  to  Col, 

John  Odell,  February  22,  1830.  He  served  under  Samuel  Drake,  Esq,  to  end 
of  enlistment;  reenlisted  summer  of  1778  to  1780. 


Page  82.  "When  orderly  Sergt.  Sybert  Acker  called  for  volunteers 
qn  the  Parade  C-round  at  Tarrytcwn,  John  (afterwards  Colonel)  Odell  was  the 
first  to  step  out  to  the  front  and  right  in  the  presence  of  Tory  Col.  De- 
lancey."  (Note  by  editor.  Col.  Delancey  was  afterwards  credited  by  Washing¬ 
ton  as  having  furnished  nows  of  the  Tory’s  plans,  etc,  during  the  war.  In- 
fact  he  'was  a  supor-spy  among  the  British.  Perhaps  John  Odell  knew  semo- 
thing  of  this  at  the  time.  Col.  Dunwodio  in  Cooper’s  "SPY"  is  in  part  the 
story  of  Col,  John  Odell.)  Dyckman  Odell,  grandson  of  Col.  -John  Odell  and 
his  first  wife  Hannah  McChain.  She  hid  her  lover  in  the  loft  of  her  home 
when  it  was  raided  by  the  British,  so  manipulating  the  candle,  that  she  held 
for  the  British  soldiers,  as  to  conceal  the  plank,  on  which  he  lay  overhead, 
by  the  shadow  of  her  body.  (There  has  been  a  very  stirring  poem  written 
about  this  episode.  I  wish  someone  would  tell  me  whore  to  find  it, 

-Editor.) 


Col.  John  Odoil’s  son  by  his  second  wife  was  John  Jackson  Odell,  born 
August  10,  1792,  she  v/as  Abigail  Brown,  daughter  of  Haccaliah  Brown.  John 
Jackson  Odell  graduated  from  Columbia  College  in  1814.  He  was  on  the  staff 
of  Gen.  Pierre  Van  Cortlandt,  War  of  1312.  Pierre  Odell  and  Dyckman  Odell 
were  sens  of  Jackson  Odell.  Col.  John  Odell  died  1835.  Dyckman  Odell  had 
seven  children. 


Lieut.  Abraham  Odell,  son  of  Jonathan  and  brother  of  Col.  John,  born 
1760,  was  also  guide  in  Revolutionary  War,  adjutant  and  secretary  of  Gov. 

Gen.  Clinton;  assemblyman,  seven  terms;  supervisor  town  of  Greenburgh, 
married  Anne  Mandoville  of  Peekskill,  died  1520,  his  daughter  rhebe  Odell 
married  Rufus  3.  King,  father  of  Rufus  King,  Esq,  Jr.  who  published  King’s 
Chart,  (and  I  think  wrote  this  chapter  about  the  Odells --Editor . )  Isaac

Dr,  Odell’s  grandfather  was  Col.  Jonathans.  Odell,  who  was  born 
1795.  We  have  his  picture  from  page  86a  of  the  "Souvenir  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Soldier’s  Monument  Dedication".  His  home  was  next  to  Christ  Church 
in  Tarryfcown  and  he  owned  a  large  farm  at  Elms  ford,  and  it  is  thought  his 
ten  children  were  all  born  there.  He  was  Captain  of  a  sloop  that  made  reg¬ 
ular  trips  to  New  York  City  and  Washington  Irving  was  one  of  his  regular 
passengers.  He  saw  the  first  steamboat,  the  Cleamont,  go  up  the  Hudson. 


Dr.  Odell  was  bom  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Grove  Streets,  Tarry- 


town  and  row  lives  next  door  to  that  house.  (1942.)  His  mother  was  Harriet 
Eliza  Barker,  daughter  of  Dr.  Barker  of  Adams,  Mass.  His  father  was  Jacob 
Odell,  born  at  the  Old  Stone  House,  Odell  Inn,  Abbotsford,  new  Irvington. 

N.  Holmes  Odell  was  a  brother  of  Jacob  and  therefore  uncle  of  Dr.  Odell. 

N.  Holmes  was  treasurer  of  Westchester  county  for  nine  years?  owned  the 
Westchester  Fair  Grounds,  the  Orovampen  Hotel;  was  many  years  in  the  vestry 
of  Christ  Church  along  with  Washington  Irving.  Jacob  Odel  was  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  and  it  was  he  who  caused  Tarrytown  to  be  incorporated  and  was  its 
first  president;  a  leader  of  the  state  legislature  at  Albany;  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Bank,  Postmaster,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
director  of  the  Gas  Company,  and  conducted  a  coal  and  lumber  business, 

N.  Holmes  Odell  was  also  treasurer  of  the  church. 


Rev.  Charles  Frederick  Odell  inherited  his  father’s  business  and 


added  a  feed  business,  was  later  president  of  the  Gas  Company,  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  treasurer  of  the  Young  Men’s  Lyceum,  Ch''ef  of  the 
Fire  Department.  He  was  two  years  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  4th  Division,  his  son 
Eliott  was  with  the  27th  Division.  Dr.  Odell  was  with  the  New  York  City 
Episcopal  Mission,  New  York  City  and  State  and  Pennsylvania  Prison  Chaplain 
Pennsylvania  at  Pittsburgh;  was  also  Chaplain  of  a  number  of  institutions. 
He  was  thirteen  years  at  Portland  and  Caribow  in  Maine,  where  he  held  four 
state  offices;  American  Legion  Chaplain;  Director  of  4th  Division  Civic 
League,  and  Brotherhood  of  Saint  Andrew.  He  pitched  for  the  Y’ale  baseball 
team.  Dauntless  Champions  of  Long  Island,  Stock  Exchange  team  of  New  York 
and  others ;  als  o  won  at  running  and  football  contests . 


George  H.  Odell  was  his  brother.  Governor  Benjamin  Barker  Odell 


his  cousin;  another  cousin  and  brother  of  the  governor  was  professor  of 
English  at  Columbia  University.  On  Christ  Church  Vestry  in  1836  were 


Jonathan  S.  Odell,  Dr.  Odell’s  grandfather;  and  Jasper  S.  Odell.

The  great 
Domesday  Baron  known  as  Walter  Flandrensis,  from  his  being  a  Fleming,

who  was  rector  of  the  Parish  of  Odell  in  Bedfordshire,  England  and  came 
to  America  in  1635.  Mr.  Odell  is  first  traced  at  Concord,  Mass,  where 
his  name  appears  in  the  town  records  as  early  as  1639.  He  removed  to 
Fairneld,  Connecticut  about  1644  and  became  the  owner  of  a  large  estate. 
Mr.  Odell  died  at  Fairfield  in  1676;  his  will  recorded  there  and  dated 
June  6,  the  same  year,  mentions  his  son  William  and  his  son  John,  daughter 
Rebecca  Moorehouse,  daughter-in-law  Mary  Odell,  and  others;  bequeaths 
lands  in  Fairfield  and  makes  son  John  Odell  and  son-in-law  Samuel  Moore- 
ou^e  executors .  The  name  appears  to  have  undergone  many  variations  of 
spelling,  such  as  Wodeil,  Woddell,  Odle,  Odell,  Odiil,  Woodell  and  Woddie.

oiiOUgh.  Richard  woodhull  was  bom  about  1620,  the  progenitors  of  the 
Wocuhulla  in  this  country  and  to  whom  his  kinsman  Lord  Crewe  sont  the 
woodhull  achievement  about  1687.

Captain  John  M»  Odell  of  Concord, ,/was  one  of  the  prominent  manu¬ 
facturers  of  the  South  and  was  born  in  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina, 
on  January  20 ,  1831.  He  was  the  son  of  Jamas  Odell  pnd  Anna  Tr ogden. 
Captain  Odell,  engaged  in  manufacturing  cotton  before  tin  Civil  War  and 
was  also  postmaster  at  Cedar  Falls,  N.  C.  When  the  state  seceded  end 
it  became  necessary  to  organize  troops  for  her  adlitary  defense  he  was 
active  in  the  work  and,  being  prominent  in  the  formation  of  a  company 
was  elected  its  captain.

My  dear  Kps.  Selleck: 

First  about  your  cousin*  a  business.  Let  me  approach 
the  problem  from  this  sngle.  The  important  Wodhull  family  did  not  smell 
the  name  Odell.  William  Odell*  s>  name  is  not  speLled  Woodhull  or  Wodhull 
in  any  American  record.  Although  the  two  nam.es  are  probably  identical  in 
origin,  this  does  not  mean  that  the  families  ere  identical.  To  put  it 
Bluntly,  only  an  ingenue  genealogist  would  try  to  place  Odell  in  the 
Wodhull  family.  (I  hare  always  been  trying  to  get  them  out,  but  old  and 
hardened  genealogist  seem  bound  to  put  them  beck  in  —  for  the  express 
purpose  of  ^kicking  them  out  again  —  like  a  Communist  eet-up. — HAQ.) 


William  Odell  came  from  Newport,  Co.  Buckingham,  Eng. 

For  proof  of  this  I  refer  your  cousin  to  NYGB  Record,  Vol.  44,  p.  118. 

This  being  the  case,  it  really  doesn*t  matter  particularly  about  the 
baptismal  record  of  William  Wodhull  in  /Ws  (should  be  1535),  Those 
baptisms  are  from  one  of  the  English  county  hi stories,  I  think  from 
Baker* s  Northampton  shire,  but  I  cant  lay  i \ry  hands  on  my  original  notes 
without  some  searching,  and  it  might  take  time  to  look  it  up  in  Yale 
Library  again.  But  I  think  in  view  of  what  I  have  written  that  it  will 
not  bpheceseary  though  I  shall  be  glad  to  look  up  the  reference  for  the 
baptisms  and  charge  for  the  time  if  your  cousin  desirous  it.  The  county 
history  took  Them  from  the  parish  register  end  I  have  ©very  reason  to  believe 
them  to  be  correct. 


My  opinion  is  that  the  pedigrees  mentioned  by  your 
cousin  is  a  fraud,  probably.  One  would  not  have  to  *:c  to  England  to 
learn  that  William  Wodhull  was  baptised  1585.  But  this  was  too  early  for 
William  E-doll,  (Odell?)  so  the  date  was  altered  to  1602,  As  this  William 
was  lost  at  sea,  the  imposter  figured  it  would  be  difficult  to  disprove 
the  claim.  However  there  may  be  probate  of  this  William  in  England  and 
it  is  unnecessary  to  disprove  the  claim  because  William  Odell  has  teen 
located  elsewhere.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  doubt  whether  William  Odell 
was  bom  as  early  as  1602.  As  far  as  American  records  are  concerned, 
be  could  be  (Have  been)  bom  as  late  as  1610-1615.

Mr.  Odell  started  work  on  ‘he 
genealogy  in  1913  on  his  own  fam¬ 


ily.  As  he  went  along,  interest  in-, 
creased  and  he  proceeded  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  complete  work  on  the  Odell 
family.  Since  he  retired  two  years 
ago.  Mr.  Odei!  said  he  worked  con¬ 
stantly  on  it  and  his  research  took 
him  over  the  nation. 

The  records,  read  with  prtdc-  by 
the  Odells,  showed  the  important 
part  in  American  history  of  (he 
family  from  which  rame  a  governor 
of  the  Stare  of  New  York,  three 
congressmen,  many  judges,  lawyers, 
fighting  men  in  all  of  America's 
wars  from  the  Revolutionary  War 
down  through  history,  including  the 
present  war. 

Many  high  ranking  officers  are 
included  in  the  list  of  military  merf. 
Besides  the  state  and  national  gov¬ 
ernment  representatives  that  came 
from  the  Odell  family,  ‘.here  have 
been  a  great  number  of  public  of¬ 
ficials,  Including  postmasters,  snd 
municipal  officials. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting, 
Harry  A.  Odell  spoke  briefiy  on  the 
genealogy  of  the  family,  which  ho 
traced  back  to  the  year  1066  to 
William  the  Conqueror,  asserting 
the  first  title  given  out  by  him 
was  Baron  of  Odell. 

Referring  to  the  genealogy  of 
the  family  in  America,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  meeting  Saturday  was 
the  first  time  that  the  Odells  had 
been  called  together.  Ail  voted  in 
favor  of  his  suggestion  to  make  the 
meeting  an  annu  il  event. 

The  meeting  was  held  on  the  lawn 
to  the  east  of  the  residence  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Llywellyn  W.  Lewis  on 
Bedford  Road,  under  sunlit  skies. 
Mrs.  Lewis,  the  genial  hostess,  the 
former  Violet  Odei!.  a  member  of 
the  New  York  Odells,  was  highly 
praised  by  Harry  A.  Odeli  and  the 
guests  for  her  readings  to  enter¬ 
tain  them  sg  splendidly. 

During  the  afternoon,  Mrs.  l  ew;'* 
served  tea,  cake  and  sancwicnes. 
Mrs.  Bertram  J.  Mortlock  wife  of 
the  Reverend  Mortlock  of  Feiham 
Manor,  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Lewis, 
poured. 

Mrs.  Lewis’  family  was  long  con¬ 
nected  with  this  region.  Her  great 
grandmother  was  christened  and 
married  m  the  old  Dutch  Cnuren  of 
Sleepy  Hollow  and  her  great-great 
grandmother  was  married  there. 

The  guests  also  saw  the  old  fam¬ 
ily  Bible  of  the  family  of  Bailey  H. 
Odell  of  Ossining.  Mr  Odell  said 
it  became  lost  after  the  blizzard  of 
'86  and  he  started  a  quest  for  it. 
Aft^r  16  years,  he  located  it  in 
Brook:;':  after  relatives  had  told 
him  ot ten  that  he  would  never  be 
able  to  find  it.  j 


Mr  Bailey,  who  conducts  an 
antique  .business  and  is  one  of  tho 
in  t  oi  old  wood  clock  makers  in  this 
part  of  the  State,  lived  in  his 
young  years  at  Yonkers.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  old  rural  school  which 
stood  at  Tuckahoe  Road  and  Saw 
Mill  River  Road.  He  made  a  model 
of  the  old  school  so  complete  in 
every  detail  that  it  was  accepted 
by  the  Yonkers  museum  and  may 
still  be  seen  there.  * 

He  said  he  recalls  the  days  when 
the  horse  cars  from  New  York  City 
were  hauled  on  wooden  rails  up 
near  Yonkers.  He  attended  the  old 
Mosholou  school  in  the  south  sec¬ 
tion  o:  Yonkers  in  those  days.  The 
only  house  now  standing  there,  he 
said,  is  tile  oid  Van  Paelt  cottage 
which  was  old  in  his  time. 

Harry  A.  Odell,  who  is  seventy- 
three  years  oid.  comes  from  the 
Robert  Ferris  Odeli  branch  of  the 
family  at  Westport,  N.  Y.  Kis 
father  and  grandfather  went  West 
in  the  time  of  the  Civil  War 
among  the  early  settlers  in  the 
West.  Speaking  of  the  Civil 
War,  he  said  that  50  men  went 
into  the  war  from  Westport,  and, 
only  two  returned.  The  r-:>i  died., 
mostly  from  disease  in  hospitals  in’ 
the  South. 

Among  the  most  prominent  Odells 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  in  West¬ 
chester  were  Colonel  John  Odell, 
Captain  Augustin  Odell  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant  James  Odle  who  for  some 
reason  used  a  different  spelling  of 
his  name  from  the  others. 

Jonathan  Odell,  who  had  an  inn 
at  Irvington,  the  old  Odell  house, 
which  stands  today  on  the  former 
Wendell  estate,  was  the  father  of 
Col.  Odell  and  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  British  in  1776  and  impris¬ 
oned  in  the  Bronx.
